Launched: The first International 
Forum for the Aftercare of Racehorses, 
held in conjunction with the Pan American 
Conference, May 17-18 in Washington, 
D.C. Michael Blowen, founder and presi¬ 
dent of Old Friends in Georgetown, Ky., 
and a former film critic for the Boston Globe , 
will deliver the keynote address May 18 and 
award-winning three-day event rider Boyd 
Martin will be the keynote speaker May 17. 

Sidelined: After a spill in the final race 
of the April 2 program at Laurel Park, 
jockeys Victor Carrasco and Guillermo 
Rodriguez. Carrasco, the 2013 Eclipse 
Award-winning apprentice jockey, will be 
out at least eight weeks with a fractured 
scapula while Rodriguez is not expected 
back until at least August after undergoing 
surgeries to repair a lacerated spleen and to 
fix broken bones in his hand. 

Approved: A request by Penn National 
Race Course to adjust post times for four 
Saturday cards in 2017 by the Pennsylvania 
State Horse Racing Commission. Penn 


National will run live programs starting at 
1:30 p.m. on Triple Crown Saturdays—May 
6 and 20 and June 10, and Grade 2 Penn 
Mile Stakes Day June 3. 

Offered: By the Maryland Jockey Club, 
$100,000 in bonuses to trainers that rack 
up the most points by starting at least 
five horses in stakes races on Preakness 
Weekend May 19-20. The points leader 
will earn $50,000, followed by $25,000 for 
second and $12,000 for third, with payouts 
down to sixth place. Points are earned on 
a 10-7-5-3 scale, with at least one point 
earned for each starter in a stakes. 

Sidelined: Laurel Park-based 3-year- 
old El Areeb, who emerged from a half- 
mile breeze with a knee injury March 29. 
Trained by Cal Lynch, the dual graded 
stakes winner was prepping for a start in 
the Wood Memorial-G2 at Aqueduct April 
8. Instead, El Areeb underwent surgery at 
New Bolton Center to correct a slight knee 
fracture. He will miss at least six months, 
but Lynch was already looking forward to 
the colt’s return to the barn. “Thank God 


it’s not career-ending or anything like that 
and the prognosis is good,” he said. “We’re 
just grateful that he’s all right and he’s 
going to be OK. His health and welfare is 
more important than any one race. He’ll 
have a career, and a life.” 

Owned by M M G Stables, El Areeb put 
together a four-race win streak that began 
with a maiden victory, then his first stakes 
triumph, the James F. Lewis III, last fall at 
Laurel prior to graded wins in Aqueduct’s 
Jerome-G3 and Withers-G3 to start 2017. 
He was third as the favorite in the 
Gotham-G3, also at Aqueduct, March 4. 

Sidelined: Pennsylvania-bred 3-year- 
old filly Unique Bella, who was a major 
contender for the Kentucky Oaks-Gl, 
with a sore shin. Bred by Betty Moran’s 
Brushwood Stable, the daughter of Tapit 
opened her 2017 campaign with graded 
stakes wins in the Santa Ynez, Las Virgenes 
and Santa Ysabel for Don Alberto Stable 
and trainer Jerry Hollendorfer. She was 
scheduled for some down time at Pegasus 
Training Center in Washington state with 
an eye on returning by July.

G ood Night Shirt, champion steeple¬ 
chase horse in 2007 and 2008, and the 
late Tom Voss, a five-time National 
Steeplechase Association leader in wins 
and a three-time leader in earnings, have 
been elected to the National Museum of 
Racing and Hall of Fame by the museum’s 
Steeplechase Review Committee. 

Good Night Shirt and Voss will be 
inducted into the Hall of Fame Aug. 4 at 
10:30 a.m. in a ceremony that is open to 
the public and free to attend at the Fasig- 
Tipton sales pavilion. The Steeplechase 
Review Committee meets once every four 
years to consider candidates. 

Bred in Maryland by Tom and Chris 
Bowman, Good Night Shirt (Concern— 
Hot Story, by Two Punch) was owned 
for the majority of his career by Harold 
A. “Sonny” Via Jr., and trained by Jack 
Fisher. Before steeplechasing, the power¬ 
ful chestnut won two turf races at Pimlico 
for Riverdee Stable and trainer Lizzie 
Merryman in 2004. Sold to Via and Fisher, 
Good Night Shirt joined Fisher’s barn in 
2005 and went on to win 10 graded stakes 
races, including eight Grade Is. 

In 2007, Good Night Shirt won the 
Iroquois, Lonesome Glory and Colonial 
Cup—all Grade 1 events—to earn the first 
of his back-to-back Eclipse Awards. He 
defeated three-time champion McDynamo 
twice that season. As a 7-year-old the fol¬ 
lowing year, Good Night Shirt won each 
of his five starts, taking in succession the 
Georgia Cup, Iroquois, Lonesome Glory, 
Grand National and Colonial Cup (all 



Grade 1). Good Night Shirt’s 2008 earn¬ 
ings of $485,520 set a single-season record. 

As an 8-year-old, Good Night Shirt 
began 2009 with a victory in the Grade 2 
Carolina Cup before finishing second in 
the Iroquois. He was then retired because 
of an ankle injury with a career record 
of 14-5-3 from 33 starts and earnings of 
$1,041,083. Ridden through most of his 
career by Willie Dowling, Good Night 
Shirt won half of his 24 starts over jumps 
and earned $1,006,493, joining McDynamo 
and Lonesome Glory as only the third 


American steeplechaser to surpass $1 mil¬ 
lion in career earnings. 

Voss (1950-2014) led all NSA trainers 
in wins in 1997, 2000, 2001, 2002 and 2011 
and in earnings in 1997, 2002 and 2009. In 
a career that spanned from 1974 through 
2013, Voss won 706 races and had purse 
earnings of more than $17 milli on. He 
won 394 steeplechase races and his jump 
earnings of $8,868,201 rank third all time. 

Grade 1 steeplechase victories for 
Voss include the Colonial Cup (2010), 
Grand National (2009), Breeders’ Cup 
Steeplechase (2001) and the New York 
Turf Writers Cup (1996). Voss also won 
the Maryland Hunt Cup in 1998 and 1999. 
Also successful in flat racing, Voss won the 
Grade 1 Sword Dancer Invitational and the 
Grade 1 Turf Classic with 9-year-old John’s 
Call in 2000. John’s Call also finished third 
in the Breeders’ Cup Turf that year and 
added another graded win for Voss in the 
Grade 3 Laurel Turf Cup. 

Voss trained 2010 Eclipse Award win¬ 
ner Slip Away, winner of the Colonial Cup 
and Temple Gwathmey that year for own¬ 
ers Ken and Sarah Ramsey. 

In his youth, Voss rode over timber 
fences and subsequently launched his 
career as a trainer in his native Maryland. 
He won his first steeplechase race as a 
trainer in 1975 with Aruhapy at Monkton, 
also riding the winner. 

Along with Eclipse winner Slip Away, 
Voss trained NSA divisional champions 
Left Unsaid (2009 novice), Guelph (2005 
and 2008 filly/mare and 2005 novice), 
Planets Aligned (2007 novice), Ginz 
(2005 3-year-old), Ironfist (2000 tim¬ 
ber), Approaching Squall (1998 novice) 
and Soaringoverseattle (1997 novice). 
Voss’ Maryland Hunt Cup wins were with 
Florida Law and Welter Weight in 1998 and 
1999, respectively. 


Mid-Atlantic numbers increase 
at March 0BS 2-year-old sale 


L ast year’s numbers were strong, but 
the 2017 gross and average for Mid- 
Atlantic-breds sold at the Ocala 
Breeders’ Sales Company’s March sale of 
selected 2-year-olds in training far sur¬ 
passed last year. Of the dozen offered, 
10 sold for a gross of $2,662,000. The 
$266,200 average was 53 percent higher 
than regional-breds last year ($174,167), 
and 43 percent higher than the overall aver¬ 
age for the sale held in Ocala, Fla., March 
14-15. 


The region’s top price, a bay Maryland- 
bred colt by Union Rags out of stakes 
winner Alexandra Rylee (by Afleet Alex), 
tied for second-most expensive sold on 
the first day of the sale at $950,000, and 
ranked the sixth most expensive overall. 
Dennis O’Neill made the purchase for new 
owner Amr Zedan. It was a pinhooking 
coup for sales agent Bobby Dobb, who 
purchased the colt for client Grand Oaks 
at the Keeneland September Yearling sale 
for $135,000 from breeder Stuart Grant’s 
The Elkstone Group.

Five things learned at the 
Mid-Atlantic Regulators Meeting

M ore than 100 people came to the “Mid-Atlantic Regulatory and Stakeholders 
Meeting” in March at the White Clay Creek Country Club on the grounds of 
Delaware Park: Racing Commissioners and their staffs, horsemen, racetrack 
operators, and even a lone media member. Who let that guy—me—in anyway?. 

Here are five things we learned: 

1. It’s pretty rare for a horse to come back with a positive drug test in the 
Mid-Atlantic. States in the region (including New York) spent $9.6 million on drug 
tests, according to meeting organizer Alan Foreman’s presentation. They tested just shy 
of 50,000 samples and came back with a positive rate of less than one-half of one 
percent. Of those, according to Foreman’s stats, more than half were for Class 4 or 
Class 5 drugs —the least serious kind. 

That leads some to ask: is the industry focusing too much on catching minor viola¬ 
tions and not enough on the ever-evolving world of new performance-enhancing drugs? 

2. Some believe that horse racing should adopt one practice common in 
human sports, that of the “therapeutic use exemption,” but others say that 
would be a “sea change” in the sport’s regulatory scheme. 

3. The rate of equine fatalities has declined significantly in the last couple 
years, from 1.9 Per 1,000 starters in 2013 to 1.54 Per 1,000 starters in 2016. In the 
Mid-Atlantic, the rate of fatalities has declined from about 2.4 per 1,000 starts in 2010 
to around 1.4 last year, Dr. Scott Palmer said; it’s the first year that the rate regionally 
was below the national rate. Why? That’s the key question everyone would like to 
answer. But Dr. Tim Parkin said analysts have not been able to tease out the reasons 
behind 65 percent of the reduction, leaving a lot of questions as yet unanswered. 

4. Uniformity isn’t always uniform. The Mid-Atlantic region has great progress 
in harmonizing medication rules from state to state in recent years; in fact, the Racing 
Medication and Testing Consortium lists all six of the region’s states-Delaware, 
Maryland, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Virginia and West Virginia—as having adopted all 
of the tenets of the national uniform medication program. But some horsemen say 
that uniformity doesn’t always seem to be uniform, and that changes in testing levels 
from state to state can lead to varying results. “How are we supposed to keep up on 
that?” one wondered. 

5. Those hoping for national legislation to centralize medication rules and 
enforcement in a single national body probably shouldn’t hold their breath. 

Rep. Tom Rooney (R-FL), a horse owner and grandson of Pittsburgh Steelers 
founder Art Rooney, addressed the group at lunch. After the high-profile failure of the 
Republican health care plan, Rooney said that he had a hard time envisioning a sce¬ 
nario where the Congress would take action on racing rules, even were the industry 
united behind such a change.

Great performances: 

Preakness-winning 
Horses of the Year 


M an o’ War, still considered by many as the greatest race 
horse of all time, was born 100 years ago this year. 

He made the first start of his 3-year-old season in the 
1920 Preakness Stakes, bypassing the Kentucky Derby by choice 
of his owner, Samuel Riddle, and won the classic with ease, as 
well as all his other starts that year. While there were no official 
year-end titles at the time, Horse of the Year of 1920 was never 
in doubt. 

Annual titles were first announced in 1936, and in the 
decades since, 20 winners of the Preakness were named Horse 
of the Year their sophomore season, including eight Triple 
Crown winners. Another three—Sunday Silence, Charismatic 
and California Chrome—won the Derby and the Preakness. But 
nine didn’t need a Derby win to seal the deal—and one, Rachel 
Alexandra—didn’t start in the Derby. As famed poet Ogden Nash 
penned: “The Derby is a race of aristocratic sleekness, for horses 
of birth to prove their worth to run in the Preakness.” Presented 
here are the nine Horses of the Year— plus Man o’ War—whose 
first classic win was the Preakness. All but Capot are in the 
National Museum of Racing and Hall of Fame. 



Greentree Stable’s Capot loved Pimlico-he crossed the finish line first 
in all four starts at the Baltimore track, with stakes wins in the Pimlico 
Futurity in 1948, and Preakness and Pimlico Special the next year at 3. 



Samuel Riddle didn’t believe 3-year-olds should run VA miles in early 


May, so Man o’ War bypassed the Kentucky Derby to contest the VA-mile 
Preakness 10 days later, leading throughout and easily turning back Upset. 



Hill Prince went to the post three times in May 1950 over three weeks, 
finishing second in the Kentucky Derby to Middleground, then defeating 
the Derby winner in the Withers and Preakness, the latter by 5 lengths. 
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Order was restored when Damascus, the favorite in 28 of his 32 starts, followed a 
shocking third in the Kentucky Derby with an easy score in the 1967 Preakness. 


The brilliant Bold Ruler, one of the all-time great stallions, got 
his classic win in 1957 by defeating Derby winner Iron Liege. 



The imposing Point Given (white blinkers) won six of seven starts in 2001, including 
four $1 million races in a row, proving that his fifth in the Derby was a fluke. 



Rachel Alexandra followed her 20 1 A-iength Kentucky Oaks victory by beating 
the boys in the 2009 Preakness-the first filly to win the race in 85years. 



The win in 1939 by Maryland-bred, -sired, -owned and -trained 
Challedon created a frenzy of celebrations in his hometown. 



Unraced at 2, the mighty Curlin won the 2007 Preakness in his 
fifth start, going head-to-head with Derby winner Street Sense. 



In 1955, Nashua became the third Be lair Stable colorbearer to 
win the Preakness (following Triple Crown winners Gallant Fox 
and Omaha), after finishing second to Swaps in the Derby.

Kentucky Derby runner Paulrus, now 29, and Herb Hogg have been together since 2004. 


H erb Hogg was looking for a horse. 
Thirteen years ago, the lifelong fox- 
hunter had taken a bit of a beating 
from a "rogue-y” mount who’d left him 
with a punctured lung and broken ribs. A 
CPA by profession, Hogg got a sugges¬ 
tion from a client—Hall of Fame trainer 
Janet Elliot—who mentioned she had a 
prospect on her Pennsylvania farm. 

cc Janet never told me anything about 
him,” he said. "She just said to come 
try him and see what I thought. So we 
went out to one of her fields and jogged 
around, and the next thing I knew we 
were jumping fences. And this horse is a 
reallllly good jumper.” 

Pleased, Hogg took 16-year-old 
Paulrus home to his 15-acre farm near 
Coatesville, Pa. Shortly thereafter farrier 
Desmond Hewitt came to replace the 
horse’s shoes. In his thick accent, the 
Irishman asked Hogg, "Where’d you get 
this horse?” 


"I told him I got him from Janet,” 
Hogg said. "And he kept saying 'Derby 
horse! Derby horse!’” 

What Hewitt knew—and Hogg quickly 
discovered—was that Paulrus had finished 
seventh in the 1991 Kentucky Derby. The 
field included Hansel, Fly So Free, Best 
Pal, Corporate Report, Sea Cadet and 
Strike the Gold, who won the classic that 
day for Nick Zito and Chris Antley. 

Bred in Indiana by Fortune Marital 
Trust, Paulrus was the 1988 foal of 
the multiple graded stakes-placed One 
for All mare Fia. Sired by Golden Act, 
Paulrus was sold at the 1989 Keeneland 
September Yearling Sale; Hall of Fame 
trainer Jack Van Berg signed the $6,200 
ticket. 

The bay colt began his career on the 
Kentucky circuit, running at Ellis Park, 
Turfway Park and Churchill Downs. He 
left Van Berg for Florida and the Shug 
McGaughey barn at the end of his 


2-year-old season in 1990. His third in 
Calder’s Tropical Park Derby-G3 and a 
turf allowance win at Gulfstream Park 
were enough to convince owner Warner 
L. Jones Jr. of Hermitage Farms that 
he belonged on the Triple Crown trail. 
Moved to trainer Steve Penrod’s barn 
in April, Paulrus finished seventh in 
Keeneland’s Transylvania Stakes. Thirteen 
days before the Kentucky Derby, Paulrus 
ran away with a Dueling Grounds 
allowance going 1 Vi miles, only to be 
disqualified and placed second. 

On to the Derby they went. Sent off 
at 16-1 in a field of 16, Paulrus finished 
seventh (three spots ahead of future 
Preakness/Belmont Stakes winner Hansel 
and just 6V2 lengths behind the winner). 

A 15-month hiatus followed his Derby 
bid, and Jones returned Paulrus to the 
races in July 1992 at Saratoga with trainer 
Bill Mott. The horse managed a win in a 
claiming race during that meet, and then 
the connections determined that Paulrus 
wanted to run long on the turf. Twelve 
furlongs on the grass became his forte, 
and he began reeling off wins including 
three in a row early in the 1993 campaign. 

Two months after winning on the turf 
at Keeneland for Mott in April, Paulrus 
made his hurdle debut at Laurel Park for 
Elliot and owner Melinda Bass. He won, 
but was disqualified for interference and 
placed second. A suspensory issue limited 
him to one start, a flat win at the Atlanta 
steeplechase meet, in April 1994, but he 
emerged in 1995 to win a flat prep at 
Stoneybrook in April and break his hurdle 
maiden at Foxfield later that month. 

After pulling up in a novice stakes at the 
Iroquois, Bass’ hometown meet, Paulrus 
rebounded to win the Miles Valentine 
novice hurdle stakes at Fair Hill. The win 
would prove to be his final start, however, 
as the injuries returned and he was retired. 

Elliot, as she often does, thought 
enough of Paulrus to keep him at her 
farm after his retirement. He had been 
loaned out as a foxhunter to other clients 
before finding a permanent home with 
Hogg in 2004. 

"I really hate to give my horses away,” 
Elliot said, "so he was here in my field for 
years.” 

And, perhaps most remarkably, Hogg 
still hunts the 29-year-old with the Fair 
Hill Hounds in Maryland. 

"This is Patsy duPont’s old hunt,” Hogg 
said. "She always had the lease for Fair 
Hill. Upon her death, her will stated that 
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her horses and hounds had to be retired. 
So about four years ago some of the 
members decided to recreate the hunt 
and go on with it with hounds from 
nearby hunts—Andrews Bridge, Cochran. 
There’s no jumping involved. We are very 
informal, but we meet three times a week 
during the season.” 

Prior to joining the Fair Hill pack, 
Hogg served as field master for the 
Cochran Hunt for eight years. Paulrus 
was his mount. Hogg had actually retired 
the horse last fall, but reversed that 
decision after a plea from his wife Diane 
one day. 

“You need to take him sometimes 
because he needs a purpose in life and a 
job,” she told her husband. 

“She said he would just stand there and 
mope all day,” Hogg said. “I’ve only had 
him out eight or 10 times this year but I 
do think that’s probably true and I think 
he’s much happier... even now at 29.” 

A lot of old guys have quirks, and 
Paulrus is no exception. Hogg describes 


him as “lovely but a bit of a spook.” A 
stick on the ground could be a snake; 
a groundhog hole a bottomless abyss. 
Although never malicious in his reactions, 
Paulrus is still leery of anything remotely 
suspicious. 

“I was out hunting one day and he 
spied a groundhog hole and next thing 
I know he was about 15 feet to the right 
of where he’d been. My leg was clean up 
over his back, but I stayed on. At that 
point, this had happened about four or 
five times, somebody behind me said 
T can’t believe you just stayed on this 
horse. That was really good riding.’ And 
I finally decided that he is a nice enough 
horse that when he feels you get loose, he 
moves back under you, which is kind of 
an interesting little twist to him.” 

Elliot shared another of Paulrus’ 
little foibles with Hogg, relaying that he 
was the only horse she ever trained for 
hurdles who would not go near a jump 
before a race. 


“He’d go right on down and jump it, 
but he’d never walk up to it. It was the 
damndest thing,” Elliot said. “He’d just 
say, ‘To hell with that.’ ” 

Paulrus doesn’t have to jump anything 
anymore. He doesn’t have to do a thing, 
in fact. But Hogg happily does whatever 
keeps his old friend happy. 

Pausing before a Monday morning 
outing, Hogg pulled a treasure out of 
his pocket-a folded-up program from 
the 1991 Derby. Paulrus looked over 
his shoulder has Hogg pointed out the 
accomplishments of that year’s field. 

“And that’s him,” he said, pointing to 
number 15 in the program. “There’s 
Paulrus.” 

Returning it to his jacket, he led his 
partner over toward the trailer. 

“I’m 70 years old now,” he smiled. 

“I have to use the mounting block.” 

Paulrus stood quietly, reins on his 
neck, until Hogg was squarely aboard. 
And then off they went—two country 
gentlemen enjoying a good day’s hunt. ^

Police horse 
story comes 
in from storm 


S ometimes, the stories just walk right 
into you. Two years ago, half to get 
out of the rain and half to follow 
trainer Bob Baffert as American Pharoah 
attempted to win the Preakness Stakes, I 
stood in Pimlico’s paddock-and a story 
walked right into me. 

“Mounted unit, coming in,” bellowed a 
Baltimore City police officer as six draft 
horses stepped in out of an intensifying 
storm. Fifty or so racing and media 
people, clustered around Baffert and a 
small television monitor near the door, 
made a path. The horses lumbered in, 
massive hooves echoing around the room, 


turned to their right and backed into the 
saddling stalls where American Pharoah 
and several others stood just a few 
minutes earlier. 

Then there was silence. The paddock 
crowd clustered together around that tiny 
television again as the horses stood like 
statues with big shoulders, big heads and 
big burdens. They seemed of another 
time—wiser than the Thoroughbreds 
there that day, placid yet ready for 
whatever duty presented itself as the rain 
continued to lash Pimlico. 

A few weeks earlier, it seemed half of 
Baltimore was an angry storm in response 
to the death of Freddie Gray in police 
custody. 

Gray was arrested April 12 and needed 
medical attention by the time he got to 
police headquarters. He died April 19 and 
whether you’re a police officer or simply 
a citizen, the aftermath was shocking. 
There were protests, riots, looting, charges 
against the officers. People threw bricks at 
police, set fires, burned a CVS store to the 
ground, fought each other, ransacked cars, 
set a community center on fire. National 
Guard troops were called in. Gov. Larry 
Hogan declared a state of emergency. The 
Orioles played a home game with no fans. 
The city ordered a curfew. 

The police horses and their riders at 
the Preakness that day were part of it all. 
They worked crowd control, providing 
an elevated vantage point for officers. 
There’s a YouTube video showing the 
horses walking resolutely behind a line of 
officers in riot gear staring down an angry 
crowd. 

Had it all occurred three weeks later, 
the Preakness of 2015 may not have 
happened, or may have been moved to 
Laurel Park or who knows what. Maybe 
that’s over-hyping it or giving the whole 
thing too much credit, but maybe not. 
Three weeks before the Preakness, traffic 
heading south on 1-83 toward Baltimore 


from just north of Pimlico was met by 
a wave of northbound police cars on a 
Saturday afternoon. The city, at least one 
of its major entrance points, was closed. 

Freddie Gray lived at and was arrested 
at Gilmor Homes, a housing project in 
West Baltimore less than 5 miles from 
Pimlico. Again, change the date of all of 
this by 20 days and how prudent would it 
have been to host a sporting event with 
130,000 people in attendance? Thankfully, 
that question didn’t have to be asked. 

But back to the horses. I remember 
thinking about everything those stoic 
animals had seen in the weeks leading 
to the Preakness. I wondered what they 
thought of it all. I wanted to know more. 
Where were they stabled? What kind of 
work did they do? The goodwill tasks, 
witnessed at Pimlico every year, must 
be worth millions alone. People flock 
to those horses, just to touch them and 
say hello. There’s something about a 
horse—especially a big, powerful one who 
lets you scratch his nose or feed him a 
carrot while he’s working. If you’re angry, 
chances are you’ll be less angry after 
encountering Porter or Blair, Vernon or 
Hercules, Big D or Pax. 

So two years after Freddie Gray and 
American Pharoah and a thunderstorm 
for the ages, the mounted unit’s story is 
in this magazine. Writer Sandy McKee 
met the horses and the officers, got a 
feel for why they do a dangerous job 
and what it takes to do it. There are no 
Thoroughbreds on the force, but there 
are plenty of racing connections. This is 
Maryland after all, where everyone seems 
to be one or two degrees of separation 
from the racetrack. 

McKee called the mounted unit- 
where officers decline promotions just to 
stay with the horses —a love story. Maybe 
she’s right. Read it and decide for yourself. 
I’m just glad they walked into me on a 
rainy day in Baltimore. ^

Starting 

Somewhere 

Region’s first 2-year-old sale began with a big idea

B ack in the 1970s, Bill Boniface was probably the young¬ 
est member of the Maryland Horse Breeders Association 
board of directors but when he had an idea he spoke up. 
“We need to have a 2-year-old sale in Maryland,” he told 
the group, which included esteemed racing leaders E.P. Taylor, 
Allaire duPont, Stuart Janney Jr., Bob Leonard, Hal Clagett, 
John Merryman, Billy Christmas, Doug Small Sr. and Hugh 
O’Donovan. While they didn’t scoff, the more senior directors 
were dismissive of the neophyte’s thought process. 


“That’s a Florida thing,” they told him. 
“You’ll never be able to sell 2-year-olds 
in Maryland.” 

Boniface had indeed just come from 
the juvenile sales at Florida’s Hialeah 
Park and saw buyers-some of them 
Marylanders-spending good money on 
2-year-olds at a public auction. Back 
then, the only sales (run jointly by the 
MHBA and Fasig-Tipton) at the sales 
pavilion in Timonium were for yearlings 
and breeding stock. The senior members 
of the board told Boniface to forget it, 


and moved on to the next agenda item. 
Chairman of the MHBA sales committee, 
Boniface “badgered” them some more. 

“Suppose I just look into it?” he asked. 

The old guys, simply to get Boniface 
to quit talking, relented. 

“Give us a report at the next meeting.” 

Like a good board member, Boniface 
gave his report at the next meeting. 

“I’ve got 56 horses that would go into 
a 2-year-old sale,” he said. In reality, he 
had zero. OK, maybe one or two. Of his 
own. But he wasn’t about to tell the rest 


of the board that. The 2-year-old sale 
would never get out of the conference 
room, let alone to the racetrack and sales 
pavilion at Timonium. 

“Fine, you can have your sale,” the 
power brokers told their man. Back then, 
the MHBA and Fasig-Tipton shared the 
commission on sales held in the region 
so there was real incentive to ensure 
success. 

Once green-lighted, Boniface went to 
work hustling horses and actually found 
some interest. The horses would train on 
the track, then sell in the ring a few days 
later. Organizers would make it a small 
party, hire an announcer, bring in dock¬ 
ers. The horses were free to gallop or 
work (a quarter-mile or three-eighths) on 
the Sunday before the Preakness, then be 
sold the following Thursday. Boniface hit 
a small speed bump when the 1974 sale 
was canceled because Timonium resur¬ 
faced its racetrack in April and May, but 
the idea returned in 1975 and 55 horses- 
one shy of Boniface’s prediction-went 
through the ring. Forty-six sold for 
$450,100; the average was $9,785.

Lovely Voyage, consigned by Florida’s 
Early Bird Stud, topped the sale on a 
$30,000 bid by Maryland trainer Audrey 
Riker. Hip 1, a filly by Aristocratic, ran 12 
days after the sale at Bowie and won. 

Buyers and sellers left happy, and a 
free bull roast delighted the 1,000 or so 
in attendance for the workout sessions. 

Organizers sounded a familiar tone in 
the aftermath. 

“I can see where this sale will grow 
into a two- or three-night production,” 
said Fasig-Tipton’s president John 
Finney. “We must continue to be selec¬ 
tive, though. We don’t want to take in a 
lot of bad horses that will have no appeal 
to our buyers.” 

Of course, it all makes Boniface smile 
now. He talked the board into it or at the 


very least sold them on the idea, recruit¬ 
ed entries and watched it grow from 
a partnership between the MHBA and 
Fasig-Tipton to a major part of Fasig- 
Tipton’s national sales calendar. 

The 2017 sale featuring more than 500 
horses and a gross somewhere in the 
neighborhood of $20 million based on 
the returns of recent years, will happen 
over a week with three days of workouts 
and two days of selling May 16-23. 

“Back then we were splitting the com¬ 
mission with Fasig-Tipton so it behooved 
us to come up with a money-maker and 
I saw those guys in Florida spending 
more for a 2-year-old than they did for 
a yearling the year before in Maryland,” 
Boniface said in April. “So I came home 
and asked a question.” 


And here it is-a can’t-miss stop on 
the sales calendar for owners, trainers 
and agents from all over the country. 

With its quirky 5-furlong track, open- 
air grandstand that hasn’t changed all 
that much from that first sale in 1975, and 
welcome-back-the-neighborhood vibe, 
Timonium is a destination for 2-year-old 
buyers and sellers. 

“We always seem to get it done up 
there,” said Florida-based consignor 
Dave Scanlon, a frequent Timonium par¬ 
ticipant. “Good horses come off there 
and they come off there and run. Balti¬ 
more is a nice part of the world. It’s a 
nice place to stay, there’s good dining 
and things to do. It’s one of the nicer trips 
we take and we really look forward to it.” 

Bill Boniface knew it all along. # 
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Then it comes to Thoroughbred racing, Maryland in May means 
the Preakness. Historic Pimlico, Black-Eyed Susans, the Alibi 
Breakfast, the Woodlawn Vase, action in the stakes barn, sad¬ 
dling on the turf course, shopping carts on Rogers Avenue, hoopla in 
the infield, all that stuff. 

Then again, maybe it means something else entirely 


Like the Preakness, Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
lantic’s sale of 2-year-olds at Timonium 
draws the biggest names in racing for 
the chance to buy some of the coun¬ 
try’s top newcomers. Now almost 600 
strong, the juveniles are routinely among 
the best sold at auction—anywhere in 


the country with strong numbers, deep 
pedigrees and unlimited racing poten¬ 
tial. After a banner 2016, this year’s sale 
promises more fireworks thanks to a 
strong combination of buyers, sellers, 
horses, timing and geography. The horses 
work May 16-18 (Tuesday, Wednesday 




















and Thursday of Preakness Week) and sell 
May 22-23 (Monday and Tuesday after the 
Triple Crown’s middle jewel). 

It all started in 1975, as a joint venture 
between the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association and Fasig-Tipton. Sixty-five 
horses made the first catalog. The idea 
was that Maryland could support a 2-year- 
old sale-like Florida-to help breeders, 
consignors and buyers. Through plenty 
of ups and downs, the theory proved to 
be correct as Timonium found a niche for 
anyone in the sales industry. Consignors 
like the dirt surface, the proximity to buy¬ 
ers and the mid-May date. Buyers like the 
access, the numbers, the quality and the 
chance to look at 2-year-olds a bit later in 
their development. Fasig-Tipton likes the 
results, and the income generated by what 
can no longer be considered a regional sale. 

Everybody likes crabcakes at Michael’s, 
ribs at The Corner Stable and the efforts 
of Fasig-Tipton Midlantic sales director 
Paget Bennett and her crew. 

“I know everybody up there,” said 
Florida-based breeder and consignor A. 
Clare “Butch” Silva Jr., who returns to 
Timonium for the first time in several 
years. “There are no surprises, they’re good 
people. I’ve been doing it 25 years I think 
and it’s been a good sale. There’s a great 
mix of buyers and horses, a nice racetrack 
and everything else you need.” 

Last year’s sale topped $23 million 
in gross receipts, the third consecutive 
increase and more than double the $10.6 
million taken in in 2009. The last two 
sales-toppers reached seven figures while 
seven consignors sold more than $1 mil¬ 
lion worth of 2-year-olds in 2016. 

Reasons for the success abound, but 
center on the calendar and the map. 

May gives young horses a bit more 
time to develop, giving consignors and 
potential buyers more information to 
work with. They’re looking at more mature 
horses, which makes decisions easier than 
those at Fasig-Tipton’s early March sale 
in Florida or other 2-year-old sales at the 
Ocala Breeders Sales Company (March and 
April) in Florida or Barretts (late March) in 
California. 

“Our deal is hard to get really, really 
right,” said consignor Eddie Woods, annu¬ 
ally one of the Timonium leaders. ‘We’re 
dealing with immature horses.” 

The mid-May timeframe also catches 
trainers and others in a slight lull in the 
racing schedule-after the Kentucky Derby 
and Preakness, before the Belmont Stakes 
and well clear of Saratoga. 

What’s more, the proximity to the 
Preakness puts national owner, trainers, 


agents and others in Maryland the week 
of the sale. 

Geographically, Timonium sits within 
easy driving distance of racetracks and 
training centers in Maryland, Pennsylvania, 
West Virginia, Delaware, Virginia, New 
Jersey and New York. Trainers can tend to 
their horses in the morning, and be at the 
sale in the afternoon. There are always buy¬ 
ers at Timonium who don’t trek to Florida 
or California. 

Though there’s plenty of overlap, 
Timonium buyers aren’t necessarily Florida 
buyers and you see more trainers on the 
buyers’ list—Ferris Allen, Bruce Brown, 
Franny Campitelli, Gary Gullo, John Servis, 
George Weaver, Gary Contes sa, Mike 
Trombetta, Howard Wolfendale, Mike 
Gorham, John Salzman, Linda Rice, Mike 
Maker ... in 2016—than you might see at 
other sales. Regional owners are also preva¬ 
lent and included Chuck Zacney, Chip 
Reed, Country Life Farm, PTK, Pewter 
Stable, Helen Polinger and Hillwood Stable 
last year. Mix in Korean buyers and the 
usual big Kentucky and California names 
and it’s the right collection of bidders for a 
successful sale. 


“It’s a good time of year, it’s a great 
venue being so close to major racing,” said 
consignor David Scanlon. “It seems to 
attract a better middle market [of buyers]. 
It really helps horses because it’s a big time 
in their maturity. If you have a bump in 
the road or two, it falls at a good time of 
the year to get past that. I enjoy coming to 
Timonium. It’s a great fit for what I do.” 

Scanlon and some other pinhookers 
buy yearlings with Timonium in mind, 
looking for late bloomers and others who 
might blossom into potential stars between 
September/October and May. In addition, 
regional buyers attend Timonium looking 
for horses to race in the various state-bred 
programs. 

“Sometimes it’s a May foal that’s a little 
gawky but you know if you give them the 
time they’re going to come into them¬ 
selves,” said South Carolina-based con¬ 
signor Cary Frommer. “Or it’s a Maryland- 
bred or a Pennsylvania-bred or even a New 
York-bred even though you’re not in New 
York. Sometimes you have to sit on them 
longer but it pays off because they grow 
into what they can become.” W 


A real bonus baby 

B utch Silva shipped five horses to Timonium for the 2-year-old sale in 2000, 
bringing with him the usual cast of exercise riders and grooms to help make 
it happen. The plan was to sell five horses, collect the money, pay the staff 
and get back to Florida for the rest of the year’s work. 

Three years earlier, Silva sold homebred Madam Fireplace for $230,000 so the 
plan looked safe enough. But you know what they say about the best-laid plans of 
mice, men and horse trainers. 

“I sell one, buy four of them back and I don’t have enough money in my 
account to pay the commissions on the ones I bought back,” said Silva, who was 
able to ship out anyway—with a bill from Fasig-Tipton. It was a long drive home, 
and Silva had some bad news for his help. 

“I promised you all bonuses when we got back,” he said slowly. “Well, I can’t pay 
you. We didn’t sell these horses and I don’t know what we’re going to do.” 

Silva did the only thing he could do, offered a contingency plan based on what 
the horses made the rest of the year or what they were ultimately sold for, and 
went to work. 

Unsold on a final bid of $37,000 at Timonium, a homebred colt by Tour d’Or 
and the Private Express mare Express Fashion would prove to be quite a bonus 
baby. He finished second in his debut at Calder July 15, then won his next three (the 
Dr. Fager, Affirmed and In Reality Stakes to sweep the Florida stallion program) 
for Silva and trainer Marty Wolfson, earning $413,515. Officials from international 
racing empire Godolphin liked the performances so much they made Silva an offer 
he couldn’t refuse—with a few more figures than that $37,000 RNA. 

Express Tour went to Dubai, won the 2001 U.A.E. Derby over stablemate 
Street Cry (Ire) and Lido Palace (Chi) among others and finished eighth behind 
Monarchos in the Kentucky Derby. The chestnut added the Grade 2 Jerome and 
placed in the Grade 1 Woodward before retiring with more than $1.7 million 
earned. 

“I sold him and we all made money,” Silva said. “I guess you never know how 
anything will turn out.” — Joe Clancy

about May 

Fasig-Tipton’s Browning says success is all about the horses 



T he Fasig-Tipton Midlantic May sale of 2-year-olds in training 
continues to gain prominence annually Known in its early days as 
a place to sell juveniles offered earlier in the year that didn’t meet 
their reserves at other venues, or others that might have missed opportuni¬ 
ties to go through the ring because of physical issues or late development, 
the May sale in Timonium, Md., now stands as a place for buyers to add 
quality to their racing stables. 


The May sale attracts buyers from all 
over the country, and even some from 
outside North America, and its graduates 
successfully compete regionally, nation¬ 
ally and internationally Those buyers are 
drawn to the horses consignors trust Fasig- 
Tipton to sell at the market strategically 
positioned the Monday and Tuesday after 
the Preakness Stakes-Gl at nearby Pimlico 
Race Course. 

Fasig-Tipton saw total receipts grow 
slighdy while average and median decreased 
at last year’s sale, a year removed from huge 
gains in those three metrics. The increases 
and decreases can partially be attributed 
to an increase in the number of offerings, 
from 325 in 2015 to 455 in 2016. Nearly 
600 horses are cataloged for the 2017 edi¬ 
tion of the two-day sale that gets underway 
May 22. 

Fasig-Tipton President and Chief 
Executive Officer Boyd Browning Jr. is 
optimistic heading into this year’s sale and 
he discussed the outlook in early April with 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred s Tom Law. 

Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred: 

What can you say about the quantity and 
quality of the offerings for 2017? 


Boyd Browning Jr.: It’s going to 
be just under 600 horses this year; we do 
have some limitations on capacity and 
we’ve had to turn away horses again this 
year with the permanent stalls and what 
we can put at the end of the parking lot 
and have it work. And the racetrack can 
only take so many horses. That’s a good 
number of horses to handle in those 
facilities. 

The quality is stronger than ever. That 
marketplace has developed a great niche 
and a great reputation for buyers and sell¬ 
ers. There’s a high level of confidence. 

It’s viewed now by our buyers as the 
last major 2-year-old sale of the year where 
they can buy top-end horses. We certainly 
think we’ll have a wide assortment of 
them to choose from, but it also appeals 
to such a broad range of buyers, with so 
many racing circuits that are within three 
or four hours of the Timonium area. From 
Maryland to New Jersey to New York to 
Delaware to Pennsylvania and so forth. 
It’s really developed regionally as well as 
nationally. You’ll have a lot of folks that 
will come in from California, Kentucky 
and Louisiana as well. It’s got a national 
following and a regional following. 
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One of the other things that’s been 
really, really important to the sale in recent 
years has been the international participa¬ 
tion. Particularly the activity we’ve seen 
from the KOID (the bloodstock division 
of the Korea Racing Authority). That’s 
been a big benefit, too. 

MAT: After the Gulfstream sale (in 
March) you used the word polarization 
about the continued emphasis at the 
top end of the market. Do you see that 
continuing here or does the more regional 
nature make it a bit different? 

BB: The number of racing opportuni¬ 
ties and the number of state-bred, state- 
certified horses in the sale provide kind of 
a little, quote-unquote, insulation. There’s 
a safety net, particularly when you look 
the health of some of the key states in the 
Mid-Atlantic. The Maryland racing circuit 
has shown pretty significant increases in 
recent years, certainly positive momen¬ 
tum with the activities of the Maryland 
Jockey Club and Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association. Frankly the political support 
racing has received in Maryland has made 
a difference. There’s a spirit of enthusiasm 


and optimism with Maryland-breds, the 
New York-bred program continues to be 
outstanding and as you saw again (with 
Mind Your Biscuits winning the $2 million 
Dubai Golden Shaheen-Gl in Dubai) the 
quality of New York-breds continues to 
increase. Those vast opportunities, they 
help provide more levels of buyers than 
you might find at some other sales. 

MAT: So it’s fair to say you might attract 
Mid-Atlantic trainers who might not go to 
the Gulfstream sale, or the OBS March or 
April sales. 

BB: Right. And another advantage 
they’ve got is those horses are further 
along. They can literally ship from the 
Timonium sales grounds into their barn 
and hopefully can be 30 to 60 days away 
from a race. The owners like that as well. 

MAT: How much of an advantage is 
that, for horses to be sold in the middle 
of May, versus early March or even early 
February like many 2-year-old sales not 
that long ago? 

BB: We have seen a shift later in 
the 2-year-old racing calendar throughout 


most of the United States. There’s certainly 
going to be some 2-year-old races that 
are run at Keeneland and other places (in 
April), and there are some folks that really 
specialize in the early 2-year-old races, 
but generally speaking there’s been a shift 
toward a little bit later start for the major¬ 
ity of 2-year-olds. The calendar has been 
pushed back a bit. Obviously the later date 
of the sale fits very, very well with that 
trend on the racing circuit. 

MAT: Back to Maryland, it’s fair to say 
you’ve seen that ebb and flow of the 
state’s racing and breeding industry. How 
important is that for the May sale, and for 
your other sales throughout the year? 

BB: It’s almost two separate ques¬ 
tions. For the state of Maryland it’s hard 
to emphasize or overstate how vital the 
Thoroughbred industry is and the many 
contributions it makes. It is a significant 
industry, there are significant agricultural 
activities that take place; it provides a lot 
of jobs, it provides a lot of green space 
and frankly it’s the source of a lot of pride. 
There are a lot of folks in Maryland that 
have a farm that might raise a handful of

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horses, people that are hands-on, much 
more actively involved than you would find 
in some other states where there might not 
be as much owner participation on a daily 
basis. That’s one of the things that makes 
it really cool in Maryland, how many folks 
are doing it for not only a business but a 
personal passion. There’s not only financial 
investment, there’s emotional investment 
and there’s a lot of genuine horse lovers 
that participate in the industry in Maryland. 

We continue to see positive signs in 
the commitment that the Maryland Jockey 
Club has made. That is important. There’s 
opportunity for continued growth, for 
continued positive momentum and it’s 
nice to see an area where there’s such 
mutual cooperation among the breeders, 
the horsemen and the legislature. It shows 
what can be accomplished when people 
work together. 

MAT: Based on the results of other 
2-year-old sales this year, what are the 
expectations for May? 

BB: What we’ll continue to see is 
the market is healthy, it’s not dramatically 
changed from last year but there’s certain¬ 
ly significant demand and even higher

demand for what are perceived as higher 
quality offerings, the more desirable offer¬ 
ings that the buyers focus on. There’s 
great competition for those. We’re seeing 
widespread participation; the market is 
not dominated by any one or two players, 
which makes it healthier. You have to be 
optimistic headed to the May sale and one 
of the strengths of the sale is its broad 
appeal so that it provides more opportu¬ 


nities for sellers and buyers to participate 
than some of the earlier sales. 

MAT: How does the success of 
graduates help a sale like this? 

BB: We’ve got a major Kentucky 
Derby contender in Malagacy that we 
focused on the cover. He’s been brilliant. 
We’ve taken a little bit different approach 
this year; the back cover we list some of 
the races, rather than specific horses, that 
graduates out of this sale have won and it’s 
a remarkable list. The Preakness, Breeders’ 
Cup Classic, Belmont Stakes, Breeders’ 
Cup Filly and Mare Sprint. It’s one of 
those things you say, £ Wow.’ The title on 
the back cover says ‘Expect Success’ and 
we do have expectations for ourselves and 
our customers, both sellers and buyers, that 
there will be some major horses that come 
out of this sale. 

People are bringing us major horses; 
that’s the bottom line, it isn’t anything 
magic that we’re doing. We’re being sup¬ 
ported by people who are bringing a qual¬ 
ity product and as a result the quality of 
buyers, owners and trainers coming to this 
marketplace which will ensure we’ll have 
some quality racehorses as well. ^

Services available to buyers at public 
auction can be useful tools

W ant to check on the size of a 2-year-old’s heart? Curious as to 
how the stride of a particular horse measures up against oth¬ 
ers? Interested in a conformational analysis? 

With the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic May 2-year-olds in training sale right 
around the corner, a plethora of services are available to help buyers get 
the most bang for their buck. Consignors, too, have similar tools to market 
their horses effectively, thus fueling higher prices. 


While such services are available at 
every sale, they see more use with 2-year- 


S ome companies that offer services 
for 2-year-olds in training sales, a list 
that is by no means all-inclusive: 

■ EQB Management— Equine Biomech¬ 
anics & Exercise Physiology was one of 
the pioneers in the field of echocardiog¬ 
raphy more than three decades ago, and 
remains the leader in the Mid-Atlantic 
region. EQB does heart scans for many 
prominent owners, for whom its propri¬ 
etary information has helped pinpoint 
three champions and more than 40 Grade 
1 winners. EQB also offers gait, pedi¬ 
gree and conformational analysis, advance 
scouting at auctions, bidding services, and 
racing partnerships. See eqb.com. 

■ DataTrack International computes a 

cardio score after taking a heart scan, 
which is based on the size, age and fitness

of individual horses. Horses with cardio 
scores of A, B+ or B are determined to 
have a far greater chance at earning black 
type and winning at 1 mile or more; those 
with scores of C+ are thought to do bet¬ 
ter at less than 1 mile, while horses with C 
or D scores are rarely in either category. 
DataTrack has also developed BreezeFigs, 
a speed-figure system that analyzes stride 
length and other factors displayed by 
horses in motion at 2-year-old sales or at 
racetracks (in races or morning breezes). 
Daily Racing Form has incorporated 
BreezeFigs as part of its handicapping 
services to help identify unraced or lightly 
raced horses with the best chances to win. 
See biodatatrack.com. 

■ Equine Analysis Systems of Kentucky 

has been in business more than 25 years, 
and offers several services for 2-year-old 


between a mediocre and a sales-topping 
price. 

Heart scans, or echocardiography, are 
offered by several companies, with each 
assessing the size and function of the heart 
and linking it to future racing success, using 
different proprietary methods to pinpoint 
outstanding offerings. 

Stride length and efficiency of motion 
are also popular tools, as are ones that 
analyze conformation. Some companies 
will compile short lists for clients based on 
scrutiny of the entire sale. There’s even a 


sales. At the most recent Fasig-Tipton 
Gulfstream sale of 2-year-olds, its clients 
accounted for 10.4 percent of the total 
sales receipts, and last year client horses 
won nine Grade 1 races. Equine Analysis 
Systems’ Cardiovascular Competence 
Exam gives a detailed report of a horse’s 
cardiovascular capability, while the Classic 
Heart Index provides a quantitative sum¬ 
mary of its potential. FotoSelect is a con¬ 
formational analysis tool designed to pre¬ 
dict racing ability, breeding potential and 
growth history.

■ EQUIX, based in Lexington, has more 
than 25 years of scientific research in 
equine biomechanics, motion, cardio 
efficiency, and genetics to determine 
the racing potential of 2-year-olds.

fashioned horse sense, which can be found 
through the help of an agent or trainer. 

There’s really only one rule when it 
comes to Thoroughbreds: Many factors go 
into the making of a good horse. 

“These tools are more and more preva¬ 
lent in the industry,” said Clovis Crane, a 


Pennsylvania trainer and consignor who 
brings a robust consignment to the May 
sale. “But I see them more as a crutch that 
people use rather than pure horsemanship 
in deciding which horse to buy.” 

Crane defined pure horsemanship as 
knowing what a good stride and confor- 


company that will explore the emotional 
conformation of a horse, to judge whether 
it has the mental chops to become an out¬ 
standing competitor. 

By and large, most consignors are of 
the opinion that, while such tools can be 
helpful, there is no substitute for good old- 

lyzes a horse’s breeze with slow motion 
and freeze-frame technology to calculate 
stride length, quality, efficiency, and other 
key variables that have been identified 
as performance predictors. EQUIX also 
uses heart scans, body measurements and 
structural analysis. See equixbio.com. 

■ Thomas Herding Technique, found¬ 
ed by Pennsylvania resident Kerry M. 
Thomas, states as its mission the identifi¬ 
cation of equine behavior and stress man¬ 
agement through better human/horse 
communication. Thomas is recognized 
in the industry as a pioneering researcher 
and service provider in the field of equine 
athletic psychology, assessing horses and 
speaking on equine behavior. His unique 
emotional conformation profile can dic¬ 
tate the success or failure of the horse in 
the human environment. The company 
does profile consultation and pre-pur¬ 
chase recommendations, emotional con¬ 


formation profiling on and off-site and a 
slew of other services. See thomasherd- 
ingtechnique.com 

■ At The Sale, owned and operated by 
the partnership of Sean Feld and Mike 
Oliveto, is a platform whereby sellers can 
provide photos, videos, vet reports and 
comments about each of their 2-year- 
olds. Additionally, the company has a 
large database containing historical sale 
results dating back over 10 years. Feld 
and his team cover every aspect of each 
horse’s breeze, and grade the overall work 
from A through F. Based on the grade, 
each horse is passed or failed toward 
the end goal of a recommended list. See 
atthesale.com. 

■ ThoroStride helps market 2-year-olds 
for sellers. Among other services, it films 
“virtual inspection” videos that can be 


accessed, free of charge, by buyers. Prior 
to an auction, ThoroStride records pros¬ 
pects at the farm or on the sales grounds 
using only high-definition digital cam¬ 
eras. The resulting video is edited to a 
roughly 40-second clip, and a voiceover 
provides the horse’s age, sex and pedigree, 
with important pedigree details noted. 
The videos are uploaded to its website 
thorostride.com. 

■ Cecil Seaman & Co. is a Lexington 
consulting firm that uses equine biome¬ 
chanics and the company’s patented GDT 
(Genetic Dominance Tree) reports that 
analyze a horse’s potential. Each horse is 
measured, and then entered into a master 
database that compares the individual to 
all the other horses in the system. Grades 
from A+ to C are generated, which indi¬ 
cate class, distance, surface preference, 
and optimum racing weight. See cecilsea- 
man.com. 
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mation looks like, whether a horse moves fluidly, and the overall 
demeanor of a horse. 

Information that is not entirely positive about a horse can 
adversely affect the purchase price, Crane said. 

“Everything can be perfect but then a scan shows his heart isn’t 
crazy big, or he doesn’t have as big a stride as another, and that can 
pull people off,” he said. 

Crane said he sold one horse that didn’t bring a big price 
because of a negative stride assessment, but went on to place in 
graded stakes. 

“I sold Bluegrass Singer for only $28,000 at the 2014 Timonium 
sale, because a stride analysis showed he wasn’t striding out well,” 
he said. “Otherwise, he was a good individual.” 

Now 5 and an allowance winner this year, Bluegrass Singer has 
won five races (two stakes), earned $283,135 and placed in the 
Holy Bull Stakes-G2 at Gulfstream Park in 2015. 

Cary Frommer, a leading consignor at Timonium for many 
years, said heart scans in particular have become ubiquitous at the 
2-year-old sales, and that she views the data generated by all the 
different services as a “businessman’s” approach to buying horses. 

“Some buyers want all the data they can get in order to make 
a decision,” she said. “But I’ve had horses that brought a lot of 
money where the buyers didn’t use anything at all.” 

Frommer mentioned a horse she sold at Timonium in 2011, 
Dance to Bristol, who brought $42,000, yet became a multiple 
graded stakes winner and earned just shy of $1 million, as an 
example that horses often defy the hard, cold facts. Another horse 
she sold, whose heart scan wasn’t the best, went on to earn more 
than $500,000. 

“In this business, it’s the relationships you make that are really 
important,” she said. 

Pennsylvania-based consignor Marshall Silverman said he’s 
aware of the proliferation of companies that offer such tools and 
services to buyers and sellers, but emphasized that they are just 
that-tools. 

“A lot of it matters, but to what degree, I don’t know,” he said. 
“I’ve had horses that were turned down for one reason or another, 
and they’ve turned out to be good horses. Buyers always seem 
to want big horses, but you can have a small horse with a huge 
heart and huge lungs. You just never know, because they never tell 
you the results—they say they have to run what they’ve measured 
through a computer.” 

Kate De Masi, a longtime buyer at Timonium for her Pewter 
Stable as well as for clients, said that, at her price range, spending 
a lot of money on scans and analyses hasn’t been cost-effective. 

“They have a place if you’re looking to spend upwards of a 
million or more on a horse,” she said. “The heart scan is a great 
tool, but we just don’t use them. We do scope and X-ray the 
horses we’re interested in, and we assess the horse’s pedigree and 
athleticism.” 

Still, investment in heart scans and other services have paid 
off for many buyers-and there’s likely no such thing as too much 
information. Buyers and sellers agree that there’s probably no such 
thing as too much information when it comes to buying prospects. 
You just have to know what to do with the information. 

Prominent Pennsylvania owner George Strawbridge Jr. became 
intrigued by the information generated by EQB Management, a 
West Grove, Pa., company headed by Jeff Seder and Patti Miller, 
and in 2006 and 2007 purchased two champions through its guid¬ 
ance-informed Decision and Forever Together. ^

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May’s Marvels 

Two-year-old sales graduates find all levels of success

I f you’ve been paying even a little bit of attention, or if you even just 
walked into the sales pavilion at Timonium and looked at the walls, 
you’ve seen the names. Afleet Alex, Informed Decision, Dortmund, 
Materiality, Misdirection, Bayern, Poseidon’s Warrior, Dance to Bristol, 
Alphabet Soup, Xtra Heat. . . and all the rest. 

But dig a little deeper, to the notable but perhaps not quite so famous. 
That’s where the fun begins. 

Graduates of Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s 2-year-old sale in Maryland are 
an interesting bunch and span all sorts of racing history ever since the start 
in 1975. In a not-so-scientific, actually not-scientific-at-all, look through 
some historic results gems popped up like lottery balls in a wind machine. 
Remember any of these? 


Behaving Badly. The 2003 graduate 
sold for $150,000 and won nine races 
for owners Hal and Patti Earnhardt and 
trainer Bob Baffert. The New York-bred 
daughter of Pioneering and the Sir Raleigh 
mare Timeleighness made just one start 
in her home state—a win in the 2006 
Genuine Risk-G2 at Belmont Park-but 
built a career in California and beyond. She 
won her first three, won a Grade 1 at 5 and 
earned $749,224. 


Cool Fragrance. The 1987 gradu¬ 
ate (technically an RNA from Double C 
Farms) started 121 times, winning 32 and 
earning $279,634 without ever starting at 
a track beyond the Mid-Atlantic. Bred in 
Virginia by Oak Hill Corporation, the son 
of The Cool Virginian won nine of 22 
starts in 1990. 

Dance Forth. Sold (with that name) 
in 1980 by her breeders Tom and Chris 
Bowman for $24,500 to Richard 
Delp, the filly won five races (three 
stakes) and placed in a graded 
stakes for J.A. Bayard and trainer 
Bud Delp. As a broodmare, she 
produced 11 winners from 11 
starters, including stakes winners 
Balotra and Mudra. More impor¬ 
tantly, her impact lives on today at 
the Bowmans’ Dance Forth Farm 
in Chestertown, Md. Dance Forth 
the horse was named because of 
the dancing done by Chris and the 
Bowmans’ daughters. Dance Forth 
the farm got its name from the 


horse. “She was the first really good horse 
we bred,” said Tom Bowman. “I remem¬ 
ber when they took her to New Orleans 
[in 1980] and she won a stake at the end 
of the year [the Bicker at Fair Grounds in 
December]. That meant a lot to us.” 

Disco Darlin’. The year was 1999 
and Herb Moelis went to $95,000 to buy 
the Kentucky-bred daughter of Citidancer 
from James Layden. For Moelis and trainer 
Tim Ritchey, she won two races and placed 
in a stakes but her biggest contribution 
came as a broodmare. Disco Darlin’ pro¬ 
duced seven foals. Six sold at auction for 
$965,000 including $320,000 yearling This 
Ain’t No Bull, who earned $407,182 on the 
racetrack. Disco Indy, a foal of 2004, won 
20 races and earned $409,367. 

Gala Spinaway. The bidding stopped 
at $20,000 so he was an RNA for con¬ 
signor Webb Carroll in 1990, but grew up 
to be a multiple graded stakes winner of 
15 races and $691,867. More importantly, 
he’s a 29-year-old retiree at trainer Graham 
Motion’s barn at Fair Hill Training Center 
in Maryland. The Maryland-bred shares a 
paddock, and visitors, with Grade 1 winner 
Better Talk Now. Bred by Nancy Leonard 
and sold to Skip and Gertrude Leviton as 
part of a $45,000 two-horse package, Gala 
Spinaway won two of six starts as a 2-year- 
old and made 16 starts the next season 
for trainer Bernie Bond. The son of Star 
Choice won six times in that campaign, 
which began on New Year’s Day and didn’t 
end until Dec. 15. He started in every 
month except June. When Bond retired in 
1993, Motion took over much of the stable 
and Gala Spinaway was part of the conver¬ 
sion process. He won Motion’s first stakes, 
the Chase Me at Laurel, and a month later 
added the Polynesian-G3 at Pimlico. In 
retirement, Gala Spinaway (profiled as a 
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Pensioner on Parade 
in November 2009) 
became a dressage 
horse for a young 
rider and spent nine 
years with an owner 
in Connecticut. 
Motion’s wife, Anita, 
brought the bay geld¬ 
ing home in 2009 and 
he’s been an unof¬ 
ficial mascot at Fair 
Hill ever since. If you 
visit, bring snacks. 


Grand Manan. A 

part of Niall Bren¬ 
nan’s 2011 consign¬ 
ment, the bay colt by 
Giant’s Causeway out of the Seeking the 
Gold mare Manoa certainly looked the part 
on paper with plenty of Phipps family ped¬ 
igree influence. Purchased by Don Reuwer 
for $25,000, Grand Manan lost five starts 
on the flat in 2012, the last while racing for 
an $8,000 claiming price and then became a 
foxhunter. Or, well, more like a project. He 
flunked out of the Howard County hunt 
field, went to trainer Billy Meister, cut an 
ankle and nearly died when his liver wasn’t 
functioning properly. Back at the races in 

2015, he won his first timber start at Fair 
Hill and won three times —two stakes—in 

2016. 


Grinding Speed. Almost nobody tries 
to breed a timber horse, and even fewer 
people try to buy them as 2-year-olds but 
people may want to adjust their thinking 
(see Joe At Six and Grand Manan). None 
were better than Grinding Speed. He won 
six timber stakes (three International Gold 
Cups, two Virginia Gold Cups and a My 
Lady’s Manor) and a division champion¬ 
ship in 2015. Before all of that he was an 
$11,000 2-year-old sold by King’s Equine 
to Robert Oliva in 2008. The gray son of 
Grindstone and the Cozzene mare Cozelia 
won once in seven flat starts-going a 
mile on the turf with $5,000 claimers at 
Colonial Downs—before being purchased 
for owner Michael Wharton by trainer 
Alicia Murphy at Penn National. Bred 
in Maryland by Alan Kline and family, 
Grinding Speed won once over hurdles 
before switching to timber. All told, he 
won 10 races and earned $315,940. As 
importanfly, he’s now a beloved foxhunter 
for owner Wharton. 


Joe At Six. Part of Nick de Meric’s 
consignment in 1998, the gray Darn 
That Alarm colt brought a $10,000 bid 
from Richard Hoffberger who named the 
Florida-bred after legendary steeplechase 


jockey Joe Aitcheson’s arrival time 
at trainer Tim Keefe’s barn. Joe At 
Six lost two starts for Hoffberger in 
1998, then became a steeplechaser- 
first with Jack Fisher and later with 
owner/rider Michele Hunter and 
trainer Paddy Neils on. Hunter and 
Joe At Six won five timber races 
together, including the 2004 Virginia 
Gold Cup. 

Rollicking Run. Another 1980 
graduate, on a bid of $27,000 by Joe 
Clancy Sr. (father of MAT editor Joe 
Clancy) as agent for Augustin Stable, 
she won five races. Bred in Maryland 
by Charles Kaye, Rollicking Run made 
42 starts at Delaware Park, Bowie, 
Laurel Park, Keystone, Atlantic City, 
Timonium, Pimlico, Charles Town and 
Penn National—meaning she never 
left the region. She won her debut in 
1981 at Delaware and scored again at 
Bowie in September. As a 4-year-old, 


she made 16 starts-winning once and 
placing second seven times including the 
Sailingon Handicap at Timonium. A year 
later, she made another 16 starts—winning 
twice and placing in Timonium’s Majorette 
Handicap. That 1983 season included four 
starts at Timonium (Aug. 4, 13, 28 and 
Sept. 4), the last season of a full meet 
there.

| Crane let the Kafwain colt go for $42,000 
and watched him win his debut by 8V2 
lengths six months later at Parx. Yo Koffy 
won six more times in a career that finished 
with his $4,500 claim at Charles Town in 
2014. The name on the claim slip? Crane’s. 
He took his horse home, taught him all 
kinds of things-show jumping, cattle 
herding and pretty much anything else. Yo 
Koffy competed in the Retired Racehorse 
Project’s Thoroughbred Makeover compe¬ 
tition in 2015—winning the working ranch 
division and placing eighth show jumping.

Checking in with a few consignors , 2-year-olds 

By Joe Clancy 


B ig or small. National or local. Experienced or new. Ready or not. 
No matter their background, 2-year-old consignors head to the 
sales full of hope but also full of questions. Their horses have 
been prepped and polished, taught and trained and the rest is up to them. 

In advance of Fasig-Tipton Midiantic’s May 2-year-old sale at Timonium, 
Md., Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred checked in with some consignors for a 
glimpse at some individual horses. The catalog includes 575 hips, so we 
surely weren’t getting to them all but consider this a fairly random set list. 


Eddie Woods 

The Florida-based consignor brings a 
full slate to Timonium with 21 in the 
catalog. As usual, they’re a little bit of 
everything. Woods topped all consignors 
by gross last year at $1,988,000 and has 
topped this sale twice in the last four years. 

Hip 73. Curiin—Runge colt. Purchased 
at Saratoga by Bradley Thoroughbreds for 
$160,000, the Kentucky-bred takes a simi¬ 
lar path to several in the Woods consign¬ 
ment—off a withdrawal from an earlier 
2-year-old sale. The dark bay is the first 
foal from the stakes-placed Posse mare 
Runge. “We had him in Miami [for the 
Fasig-Tipton Gulfstream sale in March] 
and that’s a tough scenario down there. 
When they’re not your friend, they’re not 
your friend and they weren’t his friend. It’s 
all top end down there and he wasn’t quite 
top end there. He’s a better horse than that 
though and the bit of time did him good. 
He’ll sell pretty well.” 


Hip 118. Uncle Mo—Skipper’s Mate 
filly. Hello there. Her half-brother Frac 
Daddy won Keeneland’s Ben Ali Stakes-G3 
and Woodbine’s Eclipse-G2 and she’s by 
one of the world’s hottest sires. Plus, she’s 
got local connections. Her Maryland-bred 
dam won twice in the region and placed 
in Monmouth Park’s Colleen Stakes for 
trainer Eddie Gaudet and owner Robert 
Leonard. Her second dam is Delaware 
Handicap-G3 winner Power Play. Other 
relatives include Maryland Juvenile winner 
Vegas Play and Maryland-bred star Gala 
Spinaway. The bay filly sold for $260,000 
as a yearling so there are some high hopes. 
“She’s a pretty filly who was supposed to 
go to another sale, but she came up with 
a very minor issue that we had to back off 
of. It’s gone and she’s doing well. This sale 
is somewhere to back into with a horse like 
this I suppose. But that’s OK. You know 
things like that are going to happen and 
they’ll be better for it. It’s immaturity or 
little niggly stuff that you can’t press on. 


You see some pretty pricy pinhooks show 
up in Maryland, and that’s because they 
were nice horses all along and something 
just kept them out of an earlier sale.” 

Hip 389. Oxbow—Freedom Come 
colt. Call it a repeat. Woods said the bay 
colt needed a bit more time to come to 
hand so bypassed the Florida options in 
favor of Maryland. The $220,000 year¬ 
ling purchase is a half-brother to graded 
stakes winner Harlem Rocker and winners 
Misandry Mermaid, Very Understated and 
Elitism. 

Hip 498. Eskendereya—Live and Love 
colt. His dam sold at four public auctions, 
and was an RNA in two others —and he’s 
sold at two —so he should feel right at 
home in the ring. Woods said Timonium 
in May made more sense than Florida in 
February or March, and this guy gets his 
chance. The $50,000 yearling purchase 
is a half-brother to a dual winner Daftar. 
“Much the same story,” Woods said. “He 
just needed a bit of time.” 

Clovis Crane 

Based in Pennsylvania, Crane sells 
2-year-olds all over the country—Florida, 
California and now Maryland. His Crane 
Thoroughbreds consignment goes 35 
deep. 

Hip 368. Pioneerof the Nile—Esher 
colt. Named Rule the Nile, the bay colt was 
an RNA at Fasig-Tipton’s February sale 
but Crane can’t wait to bring him to the 
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ring in Maryland. The New York-bred is a 
half-brother to a winner out of a half-sister 
to St Nicholas Abbey (Ire) among others. 
“He’s really awesome. I didn’t sell him in 
Miami. He had a little splint that people 
held against him. Hell, it’s gone now. He’s 
come back really good, grown and done 
fantastic.” 

Hip 62. Gemologist—Rockford Peach 
filly. The chestnut, purchased for just 
$2,200 as a yearling, is a sister to seven win¬ 
ners including $607,000-earner Absinthe 
Minded. Like nearly all of the 2-year-olds 
in Crane’s consignment, this one prepped 
at the farm in Pennsylvania where a mild 
winter made things easier. “There are two 
we’re finishing off for people, but most of 
them were here all winter and it was the 
easiest winter we’ve ever had.” 

Hip 147. The Lumber Guy—Strong 
Faith colt. Crane spent $30,000 on the gray 
colt at the New York-bred sale at Saratoga 
last year and likes what he sees. “I’ve had 
five foals by The Lumber Guy and I’ve 
loved them all. This guy is real smart, real 
aggressive training, easy to be around and 
he’s got the right body style that I was 
looking for. I’m looking for value and for 
horses that will be racehorses. The Lumber 
Guy was a racehorse, he could run, so why 
couldn’t he sire a nice horse that could run 
too?” 

Cary Frommer 

The South Carolina consignor sold just 
shy of $1.2 million in 2-year-olds here 
last year and topped this sale with future 
Grade 2 winner and sire Trappe Shot 
in 2009. Frommer topped Fasig-Tipton’s 
Gulfstream sale in March with a $1.5 mil¬ 
lion Uncle Mo filly and also sold the third- 
highest lot at that sale in a $1.1 million | 
More Than Ready colt. Frommer brings £ 
41 to Timonium, long one of her favorite 1 
stops on the circuit. | 

o 

Hip 293. Malibu Moon—Casa Lima | 
filly. Frommer bought the bay filly for § 
$80,000 at Saratoga last summer and didn’t 
let her go at the Gulfstream sale in March. 
Her female family includes Won’t Tell You, 
dam of Triple Crown winner Affirmed and 
nine other winners. “It’s always good to 
have a Malibu Moon filly. She’s lovely. She 
was in the Miami sale and got missed and 
I wasn’t willing to let her go cheap. She’s 
improved since then so I’m excited.” 

Hip 27. Giant’s Causeway—Pinch Pie 
filly. Her dam placed in graded stakes and 
is related to Breeders’ Cup Classic-Gl win¬ 
ner Volponi among others. Purchased by 
Allen Poindexter for $40,000 at Keeneland 
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September, the chestnut filly has blos¬ 
somed as a 2-year-old. “She had a long 
mane and just didn’t look as well as some 
do [at Keeneland September] so Allen 
got her for not much money She has 
grown into a serious racehorse. She’s a 
big, old strapping filly and she’s got the 
right look about her. She could go on and 
do big things. I don’t know how fast she 
is, but she’s smooth and long-moving. 
Those horses, even on the small track at 
Timonium, stand out.” 

Hip 363. Flat Out—Elusive Royalty 
filly. Frommer spent $80,000 to buy the 
chestnut filly as a yearling and likes her 
progress. Her unraced dam has pro¬ 
duced two winners, but Frommer is real¬ 
ly enthused about her sire (whose first 
foals are 2 this year and had a winner at 
Keeneland in April). “I’ve had three Flat 
Outs this year and loved them all. I bought 
her with this sale in mind. She’s a big, strap¬ 
ping, smooth filly. People are always kind 
of asking me, ‘What’s the next Uncle Mo?’ 
and I’m not going to go that far but I think 
Flat Out is going to be a great sire.” 

Hip 516. Ghostzapper—Malibu 
Cougar colt. His dam is a full-sister to 
Grade 2 winner Kauai Katie and Grade 
3 winner Winding Way and the chest¬ 
nut is catching up to himself as the sale 
approaches. The $200,000 yearling pur¬ 
chase missed an earlier sales date with 
a minor problem, but Frommer thinks 
he could be among the top horses at 
Timonium. 

Hip 458. Street Sense—Isabell’s Shoes 
filly. A $70,000 yearling purchase, the bay 
filly is a sister to two stakes horses and from 
the family of graded winners Zensational, 
Departing, Trip and Ageless among others. 
Frommer likes to watch her train. “One of 
my favorites. She’s big, not got the prettiest 
head in the world but we don’t tell her that. 
She’s smooth and every time I work her I 
get goosebumps.” 

Hip 91. Mineshaft—Senora Cat colt. 
The New York-bred, a $50,000 yearling 
buy, spent his early days with Frommer 
finding inventive ways to injure himself. He 
caught his nostril on the handle of a water 
bucket and needed stitches. He cut his 
shoulder and needed stitches. He cut his 
back leg and, you guessed it, needed stitch¬ 
es. Frommer has photos on her phone of 
the nostril injury and they’re guaranteed to 
make you wince and say, “Ooooh” even if 
you’re prepared. It may be a good omen as 
Orb won the 2013 Kentucky Derby with 
an old scar from some stitches in his nos¬ 
tril. “He never had any shins or anything 



like that, but in the early days with us, he 
was cutting himself to smithereens. He 
wasn’t doing anything bad or misbehaving, 
he’s pretty easy to deal with. He was rub¬ 
bing his nose on the water bucket in his 
stall and he must have gotten it caught in 
there and then pulled back when he real¬ 
ized it was stuck. He gallops great, does 
everything you want him to do. We do call 
him Snagglenose.” 


Florida-based consignor David Scanlon sold 
last year’s highest priced colt, a Pennsylvania- 
bred by Friesan Fire, for $825,000. 


up. “He’s very forward and professional, 
always ready to go to work. He’s a May 
baby and he needed a little time so this sale 
works for him.” 

Shanghai Bobby offspring (three fil¬ 
lies and a colt). Scanlon will ride the stal¬ 
lion’s popularity at Timonium, and likes 
where his trio stands. Hip 287, a New 
York-bred colt, is a half-brother to stakes 
winner Sing Dixie Sing and second dam is 
Grade 2 winner Megans Bluff. Hip 187 is a 
filly out of stakes-placed True Ruby while 
Hip 65 is the first foal out of the unraced 
Rose Sayer, whose family includes success 
in France, Germany and England. Hip 271, 
a filly out of Betty Spaghetti, is a half-sister 
to stakes winner Bow Tie Pasta. “They’re 
all very quick looking so you could go on 
with them. Shanghai Bobby was preco¬ 
cious and he was a good 2-year-old and his 
foals are too.” 


David Scanlon 

His Scanlon Training and Sales com¬ 
pany is always among the leaders at 
Timonium and sold the top-priced colt—a 
Pennsylvania-bred by Maryland sire Friesan 
Fire-at $825,000 last year. The Florida 
consignor brings 14 to Timonium this year, 
hoping to repeat the feat. 

Hip 207. Justin Phillip—Watch Smartly 
colt. Purchased for $100,000 as a yearling, 
the gray’s dam has produced two winners. 
His second dam is stakes winner Watch 
Rachel. Scanlon loves the colt’s make- 


Hip 570. Oxbow—No Name Needed 
colt. Scanlon spent $85,000 on the 
Kentucky-bred at Timonum’s October 
yearling sale and brings him back for May. 
Last fall, Scanlon talked about the colt’s 
“slinky walk” and potential as a pinhook. 
“I stretched a little bit [to buy him] but if 
they’re good the price doesn’t really matter. 
He has great angles, a great hip, he looks 
quick and his walk is very athletic. You 
don’t know if yearlings are going to be 
fast, but he has a fast look to him.” The 
colt confirmed all of those thoughts from 
last fall, Scanlon said, and will try to live 
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Maryland-based consignor Courtney Young 
guides a Timonium-bound 2-year-old off the 
track at Pimlico this spring. 


up to last year’s big pinhooking return for

Courtney Young 

A local, like Crane and some others, 
Young spent the winter in Maryland and 
never intended to go anywhere else in her 
second year as a consignor (after work¬ 
ing for Woods and selling horses through 
Frommer). She sold three last year, and 
brings four to the 2017 sale under her 
C & C Stables banner. 

Hip 316. Include—Code Name Cassie 
colt. Stop by the consignment and ask 
Young if you can see “Ollie.” The bay 
colt comes by his nickname honesdy as 
he used to bear a striking resemblance to 
Oliver Hardy, the stout one in the Laurel 
and Hardy comedy act. “He’s built like a 
tank, and I really like him. He’s big, strong, 
good looking and he knows it. He’s got 
plenty of personality too.” The colt cost 
$21,000 at Timonium as a yearling last 
fall and he’s shed some of his bulk for 
muscle while training on the farm at Green 
Valley Training Center in Hydes, Md., 
and at Pimlico. There’s a half-mile track 
and rolling hills at Green Valley, which 
has had several names over the years, for 
early work. Young got stalls at Pimlico in 
February and has been applying the finish¬ 
ing touches since. 

Hip 57. Hold Me Back—Resurge colt. 
“Stan” to the Include colt’s Ollie, the dark 
bay Kentucky-bred is leaner than his train-

ing partner but no less classy according 
to Young. The $18,000 yearling purchase 
came out of the consignment of Chris 
Gracie last fall at Timonium, and has 
steadily grown into himself. “He had this 
gorgeous walk and I liked his page. His 
hind end was so much higher than the rest 
of him that it just didn’t work for some 
people. But he has grown up so much. 
He’s long, lean and has lots of leg.” Young 
calls him her favorite ride of the four. “He 
goes in company, he goes by himself, he 
does whatever you want. He’s a pretty cool 
dude.” 

Hip 125. Street Magician—Something 
Indian filly. A Maryland-bred purchased 
privately from Becky Davis, the bay is a sis¬ 
ter to two winners and from the family of 
stakes winners Shashobegon, Indian Head 
Penny, Alpha Mike Foxtrot and Polish 
Miss. The May foal trains with the Include 
colt, and holds her own. “She’s a feisty 
little thing, you’d think she was a colt. She 
thinks she’s hot stuff. It’s exciting having a 
Maryland-bred. The purse money is good 
here, the bonuses are good here. It’s great

to support the program. You have trainers 
now who come up and say, ‘Do you have 
any Maryland-breds?’ That’s a good thing 
and I want at least a Maryland-bred or two 
in my consignment.” 

Butch Silva 

Officially it’s A. Clare Silva Jr., and he’s 
been coming to Timonium for years (first 
with encouragement from retired Midlantic 
sales director Mason Grasty) - though it’s 
been awhile. Based in Florida, Butch and 
his wife Karen have five in the book. 

Hip 331. Haynes field—Dark Fire colt. 
Named Fire At Will, the Florida-bred 
chestnut goes way back with the Silvas, 
who bought his great-granddam Ma Burn 


for $5,700 in 1990. Her daughter Madam 
Fireplace sold for $230,000 at this sale 
in 1997 and was later bought back as a 
broodmare after winning six races, three 
stakes, and placing in a graded stakes. Her 
daughter Dark Fire won a single race for 
the Silvas and this is her second foal. “I’ve 
got a lot of hope for him because this is a 
really nice colt. He’s a very, very easy to-get 
along-with horse. He’s a little aggressive, 
he wants to go, he’s a big boy and he feels 
good and he wants to train hard. That’s 
the worst part of him and that’s not a 
problem.” 

Hip 7. Sidney’s Candy—One Wild Fire 
filly. From another daughter of Madam 
Fireplace, the chestnut Florida-bred is 


named Peppermint Fire and takes after her 
granddam. “When I took Madam Fireplace 
up there she was really a hard, hard horse 
to get along with,” Silva said. “In two or 
three months leading up to the sale I had a 
dozen riders on her. This filly isn’t anything 
like that, but she’s forward in her training 
and likes to go. I really like her. All of ours 
are training real good. Everybody’s show¬ 
ing a lot of promise.”

Baltimore mounted police unit brings history, skill to the job

S o often you stumble across love sto¬ 
ries about horses. There are books 
full of them. But does anyone really 
expect to find one in a police unit in a con¬ 
verted auto repair garage a few blocks from 
Baltimore’s City Hall? 

Probably not, but as you talk to mem¬ 
bers of the Baltimore Police Mounted 
Unit, which will proudly work as the oldest, 
continuously operating mounted division 
in the country at the Preakness at Pimlico 
Race Course May 20, you come to realize a 
love affair is definitely going on. 

What else do you call it, when you learn 
the men and women in the unit refuse 
to take exams for promotions because a 
promotion means they have to leave their 
horses and unit? 

What else can you call it when most of 
the officers had never ridden or even seen 
a horse in person until coming to the unit, 
and now tell you they don’t mind working 
weekend details or being required to shovel 
manure from their horses’ stalls? 

“The only horse I ever rode before 
joining this unit was one in front of a drug¬ 
store, you know, the one you put a quarter 
in to ride,” said Officer John Potter, smil¬ 
ing sheepishly. 

Now Potter, despite the hours, the grunt 
work and the shoveling, despite being out 
in all kinds of weather, facing all kinds of 
situations and riding a 2,000-pound horse 
he has come to realize “doesn’t care noth¬ 
ing about me,” has no plans to change his 
assignment. 

“I’ll never leave,” he said. “It’s the best 
job there is. We have respect from the 
police department and when we’re on the 
street [nearly] everyone is happy to see us.” 

A love story. There is nothing else to 
call it as you see the officers react to being 
nuzzled by their giant Percherons, Belgians 
and draft horses by nuzzling them back. 

A Revered History 

You’ve probably seen the mounted 
unit with its giant horses around town—at 
parades, directing traffic, walking a beat or, 
if need be, helping to restore order during 
public disturbances, like the Freddie Gray 
riots of two years ago. 


At the Preakness, the six officers and 
horses will enjoy their traditional assign¬ 
ment at Pimlico that includes crowd con¬ 
trol and fan interaction. 

It’s not their only big event, but it is the 
one they enjoy most, as it offers a change 
in routine from the usual eight-hour work¬ 
day that includes six hours patrolling the 
streets. Last year, they also attended more 
than 127 special events. 

“It’s very special to us,” said Sgt. Russ 
Robar, who is in charge of the unit. 
“Everyone here looks forward to going to 
the Preakness.” 

Baltimore’s mounted unit takes on 
added significance when you consider its 
history. Every state in the country has at 
least one mounted police unit. Maryland 
seems loaded, with horses and officers at 
work in Ocean City and Prince George’s, 
Montgomery and Howard counties. 

Units from across the country come 
together each year for the North American 
Police Equestrian Competition —Oct. 
13-15 this year in Philadelphia. Officer 
Janine Gilley called it “quite a sight with 
100 mounted police training together.” 

But no matter what any of the other 
units do, none can match Baltimore’s for 
its history and longevity. 

In the corner of the the unit’s lounge/ 
office, photos and memorabilia fill several 
scrapbooks. One of the most important 
items revealed by Robar and Gilley, the 
stable manager in charge of “everything 
you see,” according to Robar, is the origi¬ 
nal letter from City Hall establishing the 
unit—Aug. 29, 1888—nearly 129 years ago. 

On the walls are recent photos, 
awards and other tributes. One photo 
shows Sgt. Moog, a straight-backed man 
with an impressive handlebar mustache. 
Moog, according to the attached story, 
served in the Confederate Cavalry under 
Stonewall Jackson in the “War Between 
the States” and was wounded in the bat¬ 
tle of Gettysburg. He took control of 
Baltimore’s first mounted unit in 1888 and 
led it until his death in 1931 at age 87—per¬ 
haps making him the first person in the 
mounted unit to refuse to take a test for a 
promotion. 


In a photo memory book is a 1969 
picture of Officer Patrick McKeldin and 
his horse Charlie in the center of Pratt 
and Calvert streets’ four-way intersection 
directing traffic at rush hour. They were 
unique to the unit, as McKeldin had taught 
Charlie to turn on command, to indicate 
which way traffic could move, thus becom¬ 
ing an equine traffic signal. 

It seems every officer in the unit appre¬ 
ciates the history. 

“That sign,” said Gilley, pointing to an 
old, weathered piece that says Mounted 
Police Stable, “came from the previous 
stable [on Frederick Street]. You asked if 
history matters, Corey bought that sign on 
eBay with his own money.” 

Officer Corey Valis wasn’t about to 
let the sign go to someone else. “I just 
grabbed it,” he said. “It’s a piece of our 
story.” 

The unit-horses and officers-has been 
at its current location near Baltimore’s City 
Hall since 1972, headquartered in what 
used to be the service garage of a car 
dealership. Everyone seems to love it, 
including the horses. Each stall measures 
12 x 24 feet. 

Evolution and Downsizing 

In the 1970s there were nearly 25 horses 
in the unit. When Gilley arrived in 1997, 
there were nine officers, a sergeant and all 
kinds of horses, including Thoroughbreds, 
Quarter Horses, Morgans and walking 
horses. 

As the unit downsized she took stock 
and moved toward the bigger, less high- 
strung animals — Percherons and Belgians. 

Such horses basically ignore their envi¬ 
ronment and go about their business, 
whether patrolling a 100,000-person crowd 
at the Preakness or having bottles and 
bricks hurled at them during a downtown 
riot. 

“These are big animals,” the 5-foot-10 
Gilley said, patting Porter, whose nose is 
above her head. “They weigh 2,000 pounds 
and they allow us to sit high, where we 
can see over crowds, look in windows, 
maneuver down alleys. And they aren’t 
nervous horses. They’re good in crowds, 
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Off-duty officer Arturo Garvin and Hercules; officer John Potter mounts Blair at the four-step 
mounting block outside the stables; hostler (groom) Nicole Flanary assists officer Jenny Folk 
tacking up Pax; Potter bridles the massive Blair; Flanary enjoys a moment with Big D. 


good around children. They can deal with 
40 squealing kids, helicopters, and special 
needs. When wheelchairs come up, they 
don’t move. And when people see them, 
they tend to back off.” 

From 2014-16, there were six officers 
and no supervisor and Gilley, 56, was the 
primary officer in charge, and also the 
trainer and stable manager. 

She was well prepared for it. She grew 
up in Harford County, started riding as 
a 5-year-old and has a long list of cre¬ 
dentials including certifications in stable 
management and as a riding instructor. She 
worked for trainers Mikey Smithwick, Mike 
Campbell and Tommy Caviness at farms 
and tracks in the region. 

As the racing industry declined in 
Maryland, she went into police work in 
1993. In 1997, she became the first certified 
riding instructor to join the mounted unit. 

“Once you’re here, you can stay as long 
as you want unless you get promoted,” she 
said. “I chose not to take the sergeant’s 
test, because you will be promoted out of 
your unit.” 

Robar, an 18-year police veteran who 
has been a sergeant for more than 14 years, 
agreed. When he got his promotion, he 
was moved out of the detective division to 
patrol duty. After passing through several 
other divisions, he finally got his dream 
job in the mounted unit. He says he has no 
interest in being a lieutenant. 

The unit has remained unbelievably 
popular with the officers. Those who man¬ 
age to get on the unit, seldom leave before 
retirement. 

“It’s rare an opening occurs,” said 
Gilley. “And when an opening does occur 
there are usually more than 30 people who 
put in for the position.” 


Robar, 40, arrived about a year ago. He 
says a main reason the unit operates so well 
is Gilley. 

“The mounted unit would be nowhere 
without Janine,” he said. “Even in the real 
horse world she’s got significant experi¬ 
ence. Here, she’s put her blood, sweat, tears 
into making this unit a success.” 

After training with Gilley, Robar said 
they’ve learned to think alike on policing 
and on goals and the hope is that when 
Gilley retires at the end of this year the unit 
will continue to function smoothly. 

“I’ve had fun doing my time,” Gilley 
said. “Three times they’ve threatened to 
cut us out of the budget. Two years they 
did cut us out of the budget and we sur¬ 
vived on private donations from 2009-11, 
but the last several years we’ve gotten great 
support and the officers we have now are 
young and should be here a long time.” 

A Big Field 

There are only six officers and horses in 
the unit now: 

• Porter, an 11-year-old Belgian/ 
Standardbred cross, was rescued by Lori 
McCutcheon’s Last Chance Ranch. He’s 
ridden by Officer Valis. 

• Blair, an 18-year-old Belgian donated 
10 years ago by the Southeast District 
Community Relations Council and named 
after a fallen officer. His on-street work¬ 
load is being cut back due to age, but 
he still earns his keep by being the pri¬ 
mary training horse. He’s ridden by Officer 
Potter. 

• Vernon, an 11-year-old Percheron/ 
American Saddlebred mix purchased with 
money donated by the Mount Vernon 
Community Association five years ago. 
Potter also rides Vernon. 



• Hercules, 14, a massive animal, who 
was “a walking bone rack when he arrived.” 
He was 200 pounds underweight when he 
was rescued by Last Chance Ranch at the 
New Holland, Pa., horse sale. He is spon¬ 
sored by Sgt. Robar and is ridden by Robar, 
Gilley and Officer Arturo Garvin. 

• Big D, 11, a pure Belgian named 
in memory of Officer Dino Taylor and 
donated by Taylor’s wife and children. 
Gilley’s regular ride came from Jerry 
Stoltzfuss’ Pennsylvania farm. 

• And then there is Pax, who just passed 
his 60-day qualifying test. He came from 
Last Chance Ranch, where he had been 
surrendered by owners who wanted him 
treated well. The 9-year-old spotted draft 
still had his mane in March. Once he is 
fully acclimated into the unit, he will have 
his mane shaved for uniformity. “We are 
the police, after all,” said Gilley, with a 
laugh. “Police like uniforms.” Pax is ridden 
by Officer Jenny Folk, and replaces her 
mount Malibu, who was retired with ankle 
issues at age 14. 

“Usually, they retire due to injury or old 
age,” Gilley said of the horses. “If they do 
10 years down here it’s a long time. I want 
them to have a nice retirement.” 

A seventh horse in the barn, Bonnie, 
won’t be staying. Unlike Pax, she didn’t 
pass her 60-day trial and will head back to 
her previous home at Benchfield Farm in 
Shippensburg, Pa. 

“It turns out,” Gilley said, “she does not 
care for children.” 

Once chosen as a prospect for the 
unit, the officers—like their horses—have 
to go through that 60-day trial. During that 
period, Gilley will test an officer’s riding 
skills — or lack of them. 
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“But even for those who do know how 
to ride a horse, riding in these situations 
is challenging,” Gilley said. “They get six 
weeks of basic training at Garrison Forest 
[School]. They learn to trot, canter and 
how to control their horses. Then there 
is six more weeks of riding with me on 
the street, where they have to get used to 
riding in traffic and noise. If your horse 
spooks at a noise and you have an MTA 
bus coming at you, you know [you have to 
be prepared].” 

Then there is the stress of chasing a 
suspect. 

“I’ve gone full blast the wrong way on 
Lombard Street chasing a bank robber,” 
she said. 

And though there are two grooms, 
Nikki Flanary, who works the day shift, 
and Abigail Smith, who handles the nights, 
the officers have to learn how to care for 
their horses, how to recognize illness. They 
have to have the patience to pick out their 
horse’s hooves to remove stones, glass and 
other debris. 

“Some can’t imagine you want to shovel 
horse manure, or sit with a sick horse 
24-7,” Gilley said. “But yep, we’ll do it.” 

Valis, 31, nodded in agreement. 

“They’re like family,” he said, and then 
admitted that isn’t what he said when he 
first started riding Porter. “I hated him. He 
was killing my back. He just wanted to be 
jumping around all the time. I fell off him 
once. Got my foot caught on the saddle 
bag and fell right on top of a car I had 
stopped.” 

Did he get hurt? 

“I fell on my mace spray and blew it 
up,” said Valis, laughing with his fellow 
officers. “It’s not the Sunshine Riding 


Club. I was embarrassed. I let the guy go 
with a warning.” 

Like all good partners, he and Porter 
have “come to respect each other.” 

Partners in Crime (Prevention) 

Stories abound. 

Potter and Vernon share an attention 
disorder, which makes Gilley laugh. “When 
we need John to really focus, we tell him,” 
she said. “And he has to do that with 
Vernon. John is our mother hen. I know 
when he does the stalls, there is obvious 
attention to detail. But he can’t sit still and 
neither can Vernon.” 

Folk, who has a criminal justice degree 
from Tows on University, worked as a 
police officer for 10 years before joining 
the mounted unit six years ago. She and 
Pax are well matched, sharing sunny dis¬ 
positions. 

Gilley wonders sometimes, “Did we 
match the officer’s personality with the 
horses or the other way around? Jenny had 
to learn to keep her shoulders back to stay 
on her horse.” 

Folk, 34, says the falls weren’t pleasant, 
“I’d land on my gun side,” she says, indicat¬ 
ing bruising followed. She loves working in 
the unit, but admits fear creeps into the job 
sometimes. 

“When you’re working as a regular 
officer, you are usually trained not to be 
seen,” she said. “In the mounted unit, on 
the horse, you are always seen. It does 
make you nervous sometimes, especially 
on a bad night.” 

But seriousness has a way of transition¬ 
ing to humor. Garvin, 41, who grew up 
on a farm in South Carolina, is one the 
few with extensive riding experience. The 
retired Navy cryptologic technician and 
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a nine-year police veteran revealed that 
Potter, “falls off even when the horse isn’t 
moving.” 

Garvin admits to having fun teasing his 
fellow unit members. 

“Being from the farm,” he said, “I just 
have to laugh. It is funny when they fall. 
But this is a close-knit unit. We look out for 
each other and it’s a cool unit. When we’re 
on the street, we usually get the better side 
of people. Everyone likes the horses.” 

Potter, 48, takes the worst of the rib¬ 
bing and blushes, “I threw my leg over my 
horse’s back to mount and just kept going,” 
he said. “And he turns his head around 
and looks at me like, What are you doing, 
dude?’” 

And if you’re wondering how these 
officers, who use a four-step, 4-foot-high 
mounting block to get on their horses in 
the stable, get back on their mounts if 
they have to dismount while out on duty, 
Robar reveals they all know where to find a 
bench, a wall or even a fire hydrant or trash 
can around the city. 

“We do try not to get off unless we 
have to,” Robar said. 

Beyond the Daily Routine 

The unit would like to add several more 
horses, due to recent retirements, includ¬ 
ing Malibu and another named Barney, a 
12-year police veteran who retired at age 
18 last August. 

Barney, the lead horse at the Preakness 
in years past, is now known as “Officer 
Barney” at Days End Farm in Woodbine, 
Md., where he retired with fanfare, as about 
50 kids cheered. A framed poster announc¬ 
ing his arrival hangs on the mounted unit’s 
office wall. 

The horses aren’t technically officers, 
but Gilley says the unit thinks of them 
that way. 

Adding the extra horses, however, is 
problematic. Five of the horses arrived due 
to sponsorships. Pax is looking for one. 
The reason is the police budget for the 
unit, just over $1.1 million in 2017, includes 
money for the care of the horses-food, 
veterinarians, medications, etc.-but not 
the money necessary to purchase them. 

“Donations are how we survive,” Gilley 
said. “One of our horses was sponsored 
by 7-Eleven. His name was Slurpee, and he 
[too] retired not long ago.” 

Besides doing its routine police work, 
the mounted unit is a goodwill ambassador. 

You name a city event, they’ll see you 
there. 

You also can find them at church fes¬ 
tivals and school show-and-tell days and 
even community picnics. Some days, like 


last Aug. 27, they handled four events 
in one day-a county fair, an elemen¬ 
tary school visit, a church family fair and 
a back-to-school event at Druid Hill Park. 

Robar noted that anyone can book a 
tour to visit the stables and meet the horses. 
Pony clubs, 4-H groups, Girl Scouts and 
preschoolers often come to visit and “the 
horses love it.” 

Big Horses for Big Jobs 

The horses in the Mounted Unit are not 
going to win any races at Pimlico during 
Preakness week, but they will, no doubt, 
win a lot of hearts. 

“People who like being around horses 
look at ours and think they’re awe¬ 
some,” Robar said. “Our horses and the 
Thoroughbreds are athletes. But while the 
Thoroughbreds are built for speed, our 
guys are the sport version of weight lift¬ 


ers. And they do a remarkable job keeping 
calm in all situations.” 

Even during post Super Bowl parades, 
like 2013, when thousands turned out to 
celebrate the Ravens championship 

“The mounted unit had to help escort 
Ray Lewis through the streets to the stadi¬ 
um,” says Detective Jeremy Silbert, a pub¬ 
lic information officer for the Baltimore 
Police Department. “They completely sur¬ 
rounded the vehicle he was riding in to 
make sure the people who were getting 
around the barriers along the parade route 
didn’t stop his progress. There were no bad 
people there, just excited people.” 

A few years later, during the Freddie 
Gray riots in 2015, the unit was used to 
back up officers on foot. A YouTube 
video shows the mounted unit coming in 
to protect a police vehicle surrounded by 
media and protesters, interfering with the 
processing of several arrests. 
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Silbert reminded that the horses are so 
big “officers on them are able to see over 
the crowd and have a better vantage point 
and can be very helpful when people are 
moving back and forth .” 

Silbert, a Thoroughbred owner as part 
of Winners Circle Partners who works 
part-time for the Maryland Jockey Club 
providing security—including the job of 
standing with the Preakness trophy in the 
winner’s circle—called himself lucky to be 
in his position. 

“I tell people I’ve won the trifecta: I’m 
able to work on the police force, work for 
the track and own horses,” he said. “Maybe 
it’s really a superfecta, because I also get 
to handle the public relations job for the 
mounted unit. Horses are dear to my heart. 
I grew up with horses and I feel, at this 
point, I can do more for them by doing the 
PR, shooting the photos and videos and 
talking about them, than actually being in 
the unit.” 

Preakness Duties 

Robar, as a former officer and detective, 
has been assigned to the Preakness for 
many years, but this will be his first 
Preakness with the mounted detail. He is 
looking forward to it. 

“If you can’t get excited about going 
to work the Preakness, you shouldn’t even 
apply for the job as a mounted officer,” 
he said . 

At the Preakness, the unit starts its work 
on the Thursday before the race, welcom¬ 


ing those attending the Alibi Breakfast 
and then enjoying the event as well, as 
the entire unit—including officers and 
grooms — attend as invited guests. 

“There are pictures in our memory 
books here of our officers with Ron 
Turcotte and Bob Baffert,” Robar said. 
“My guys were able to meet American 
Pharoah, too. They got to pet him and give 
him treats. He’s such a cool horse, and it 
was a thrill for my guys.” 

On the Friday before the race, the unit 
packs up its stable so it can be literally 


moved to Pimlico Saturday morning along 
with the horses and officers. 

Everything from fly spray to food 
rations make the trip. 

“Anything that will keep the horses 
comfortable,” Robar said of the move. 
“Basically we’re moving everything—hal¬ 
ters, shanks, everything-because we can’t 
go back for anything we might need once 
we’re there.” 

They begin the Preakness workday by 
saddling up at the track around 7 a.m. and 
they’ll be there until the last of the crowd 
leaves sometime after 8 that night. 

During the afternoon, race fans come 
up to the turf course railings and talk to the 
officers and a lot of goodwill is exchanged. 

When the Preakness horses walk onto 
the track, most go onto the turf course so 
the fans can see the horses being saddled, 
but there are always a few who are skittish 
due to the noise and the crowd. They are 
taken into the paddock to be saddled. 

When that happens, two officers 
take their horses to the indoor paddock 
entrance to clear a path to allow the horses 
to come out on to the track, then they join 
the rest of the unit at the finish line to act 
as a major force to discourage any enthu¬ 
siastic fans from jumping the fence on to 
the track. 

“And at the end, there is always a big 
push out of the infield after the Preakness,” 
Gilley said. “People don’t realize that after 
the Preakness there is still one more race 
to run and they try to push out. We keep 
them in and close the gate, so that last race 
can be safely run.” ^

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Extra Exposure 

Fantasy Owners Day at Laurel Park 
draws interest, tangible early results

C omplicated challenges require cre¬ 
ative solutions and from the inven¬ 
tive minds of men and women in 
Maryland have sprung some of the most 
impactful ideas in racing. The Jim McKay 
Maryland Million, for example, established 
a template that other states would eventu¬ 
ally use to create state-bred racing festivals. 
In March, a new concept called “Fantasy 
Ownership” was born inside Laurel Park’s 
Ruffian Room, and with it a model for the 
creation of the next generation of horse 
owners. 

Representatives from the Maryland 
Jockey Club, Maryland Horse Breeders 


Association and Maryland Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association came up with the 
novel approach to ownership develop¬ 
ment, formally revealed March 18. 

Billed as Fantasy Owners Day, the pub¬ 
lic was invited to Laurel for a behind-the- 
scenes look, guided by regional owners, 
breeders and trainers who formed a panel 
representing a cross section of the indus¬ 
try. Organizers expected no more than 100 
people to attend and nearly 300 showed up. 

“What impressed me more than any¬ 
thing,” said Bob Manfuso of Chanceland 
Farm, “was that no one left. That room 
was packed with a very large audience, 


focused on what the panel had to discuss 
and expressed incredible interest with well 
thought out questions as the event went 
on.” 

Dark Hollow Farm’s David Hayden, 
Country Life Farm’s Josh Pons, Skeedattle 
Associates’ Willie White, Don Little of 
Centennial Farms and Stewart Nickel of 
Winners Circle Partners joined Manfuso. 

“I was speaking as an advocate of 
the industry in general, but my specific 
topic was claiming partnerships,” Nickel 
said. “I wanted to convey the same mes¬ 
sage I have been providing for years, that 
Thoroughbred racing is the greatest game 
to be involved with but you must enter 
with practical and realistic goals, and use 
disposable income due to the high risk 
level.” 

But here came the kicker. The soon- 
to-be explained idea of fantasy ownership 
eliminates the usual financial commitment 
that a new owner would have to make. To 
that end, everyone in attendance for the 
event who did not have a current Maryland 
Racing Commission license was surprised 
with a gift—they’d each receive a fantasy 
stake in a horse, without having to put up 
any money at all. 

Before first post, everyone at the event 
was given a chance to pull a card out of a 
money wheel. The cards represented the 
42 horses entered in the day’s overnight 
races. Each card featured the name of a 
horse, saddle towel number, trainer, owner, 
breeder and other vital information. 

With horses assigned, participants were 
then given an opportunity to visit the 
paddock, watch horses being saddled and 
interact with trainers. After taking in the

race, people holding cards of horses who’d 
won were invited into winner’s circle pho¬ 
tos. 

While fantasy owners did not receive 
purse money, the most successful horses 
throughout 2017 will eventually earn prize 
money for their fantasy owners. For the 
rest of the year, earnings for each of the 
42 designated horses will be tracked on 
fantasyownership.com. The top five for the 
year will earn their fantasy owners a share 
of $50,000. 

The concept of tracking earnings, or 
points, over the course of a year closely 
mirrors the idea behind popular fanta¬ 
sy leagues for football and other sports, 
which award year-end prizes to participants 
whose players have earned the most points 
during a season. 

A confessed “fantasy sports junkie,” 
Maryland Jockey Club president Sal Sinatra 
has played in season-long and daily-fan¬ 
tasy football leagues since the late 1990s. 
This past year alone, he participated in 
17 leagues, impressively winning six. He’s 
long felt that the concept of fantasy sports 
could be applied to racing. 

“I previously was an owner of a soft¬ 
ware company and developed season-long 
fantasy football software,” Sinatra said. “I 
have been trying to come up with fantasy 
horse racing ideas, so my mind kind of 
veered towards how we came up with this 
idea.” 

While novel in its application to horse 
racing, the concept seemed to be instantly 
grasped by participants. What organizers 
are most excited about is that the year-long 
competition gives fantasy owners incentive 


to keep track of their horses and develop 
greater curiosity about actual monetary 
ownership, as they stay engaged beyond 
just the one day on which the event was 
held. 

“We didn’t want to do just a standard 
owners’ day that groups do across the 
country. We wanted to do it a little bit dif¬ 
ferently,” said MTHA executive director 
David Richardson, a longtime industry 
marketing and advertising professional. 
“Just going to the racetrack one day, the 
newness wears off. If you’ve got a horse to 
root for that becomes a part of your family 
for the next seven or eight months, maybe 
we could capture five or six different 
people. We only need a couple of owners 
to make the investment worthwhile. I’ve 
been on the phone almost every day since 
Fantasy Owner’s Day, answering questions 
for people. I had one guy that called me 
and said, £ I think we’re about ready to make 
the plunge.’ It was unbelievable.” 

The early leader in the 2017 Fantasy 
Ownership Challenge was Triple Tree 
Stable’s Claravoyant, who won a $50,000 
maiden special weight March 18 (the largest 
purse among races featuring horses in the 
competition). Victor Santiago’s Supervisor 
eventually shot past Claravoyant into first 
in the fantasy standings, following a win in 
a $36,420 starter race April 2 to go with a 
second in similar company March 18. 

The website also includes articles on 
horses in the competition, when they’re 
entered to run and race results. Other plans 
are in the works to make the website more 
interactive, in an effort to keep participants 
close to their assigned horses.

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“We’re going to do little barn reports on 
the website,” Richardson said. “Interview 
the people associated with the horse, go 
down to the barn and take little videos 
of the horses, breezing in the morning, 
and sort of bring the experience to the 
people. We’re going to send out an email 
to all the people that have horses running, 
invite them out to the racetrack, into the 
paddock.” 

If the turnout for the event and early 
follow-up is any indication, the outlook 
seems bright. While there’s no word yet 
on a commitment to the program beyond 
this year, there’s every reason to think that 
fantasy racing is on track to grow in much 
the same way as other innovative programs 
born in Maryland. 

“The turnout was incredible and the 
residual effects have been impressive so 
far,” Sinatra said. “We have been contacted 
by several horsemen’s groups and tracks 
looking to do spin-offs and we are glad 
to help. Our great sport needs to expose 
all aspects of why it’s so great, not just a 
wager and a race. It’s the excitement, the 
love of the horse and the passion of all 
those involved that we need to exploit and 
share with fans. If we can do that right, it 
can only help our sport grow and thrive.”

Full Court Press 

University of South Carolina trustee 
bypasses basketball, gets stakes win

£ £ 11 was the highlight of the year .” 

Coming from a University of South 

I Carolina graduate and board member, 
that comment would certainly be about 
one of two things-the women’s basketball 
team winning the NCAA championship 
or the men’s basketball team reaching the 
Final Four. 

Or not. 

For Mark Buyck Jr., it had nothing to 
do with basketball and all to do with the 
2017 Carolina Cup. Buyck’s Show Court 
(Ire) upset the $75,000 novice stakes April 
1, with a 7-length score for jockey Michael 
Mitchell and trainer Arch Kingsley. 


Buyck had a choice on the weekend. 
As a member of the board of trustees 
for the university, he was invited to see 
the women and the men play in the most 
important basketball games on the college 
calendar and perhaps Gamecocks’ history. 
He chose a steeplechase race in nearby 
Camden. 

“I wish I could have been in two 
places,” Buyck said. “The university invited 
us to go to Phoenix [for the men’s games] 
and then to Dallas [for the women’s], I was 
so interested in Show Court, I stayed 
home. It was a tough decision, I have to 
admit it was.” 


Show Court made it a lot easier, win¬ 
ning his first race since being imported 
from Ireland last winter. The 8-year-old 
son of Vinnie Roe tracked the pace early 
before taking over for a dominant win. 

Born and raised in St. Matthews, S.C., 
and a partner in the law firm, Willcox, 
Buyck and Williams in Florence, Buyck 
has a long history and appreciation of 
the Carolina Cup. Winning the iconic 
spring stakes was on the bucket list for 
the 82-year-old attorney who watched the 
Carolina Cup with his wife Julia, son Mark 
and Mark’s wife Virginia. 

“I’ve been going to the Carolina Cup 
since I was a kid, we hardly ever miss it. 
When I was a kid, on Saturday morning, 
we would go to Camden and ride in the 
junior hunt and then go to Columbia to 
the Pine Tree Hunt Club and foxhunt on 
Saturday afternoon. It was a full day of 
horsemanship,” Buyck said. “We had a 
couple of horses who were not great and 
Arch said to me, £ Mark, let’s see if we can 
get a few better horses.’ We went to the top 
of the grandstand, I heard the announcer 
say, ‘Show Court better get going.’ And he 
did get going. In fact, he said, ‘Here comes 
Show Court flying.’” 

Show Court had won one hurdle race 
in his career, all the way back at Ireland’s 
Limerick Racecourse in 2015. Since being 
imported from Dermot Weld’s yard last 
winter, Show Court had finished 10th on 
the flat at the International Gold Cup and 
seventh in the Hobkirk Hill at the Colonial 
Cup meet in November. That’s it. 

Kingsley, yet again, delivered a premier 
win at his hometown venue, earning his 
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third Carolina Cup win as a trainer and 
eighth victory in Camden since 2012. Since 
2013, half of Kingsley’s total wins have 
come at the Carolina Cup or Colonial Cup 
meets at Springdale Racecourse. 

“All I can tell you is it’s in the front 
of my intentions and it seems to hap¬ 
pen,” Kingsley said of the local success. 
For good measure, the former champion 
jockey won the Carolina Cup and Colonial 
Cup twice each. 

“I don’t have a formula, I don’t have a 
science, I just pour my energy into doing 
well on this day because I love this town, 
I love the people here and I know how 
much the spring and fall races mean to the 
history of steeplechasing.” 

And to clients like Buyck. 

“We were excited to try to win the Caro¬ 
lina Cup, that was our goal,” Buyck said. 
“It was a total thrill.” 

■ Trainers Nancy and Jason Ruch like to 
have a project every winter. The couple, 
based in Camden, S.C., take a horse off the 
flat and teach him to jump. The goal is to 
buy, win and sell. It doesn’t always go like 
that, but that’s the goal. This year-mission 
accomplished. 

Maximum Horsepower won the maid¬ 
en hurdle at the Carolina Cup for the 
Ruchs and was sold to Hall of Fame trainer 
Janet Elliot after the race. 

“It was a tough field, he was just going 
for a school around,” Nancy said. “I was 
confident he would get around, he was fit 
and ready to fire but I was impressed with 
his tenacity.” 

Maximum Horsepower, a 6-year-old 
son of Dixie Union, used tenacity and tal¬ 
ent to upset six rivals in the $30,000 maid¬ 
en. Bernie Dalton settled the winner in the 
back of the seven-horse field, gradually 
moved through to run down Wing Foot 
and score by a length. Giza wound up third. 

“Jason and I like to get horses and make 
them,” Nancy said. “We always have some 
little project, something that’s good look¬ 
ing, has the right shape, we look a little 
bit at breeding, look a little bit at their flat 
form, but mostly just look at the horse. 
What it is when it comes off the trailer is 
what we have to work with, sometimes it 
works, sometimes it doesn’t.” 

This year, it did. 

I Burley Cocks learned that the best 
raid was the early raid. The Hall of Fame 
trainer prepped his horses hard from his 
winter base in Camden, S.C., readying

them for early plunders at Aiken, Carolina 
Cup, Atlanta and Stoneybrook. You could 
set your watch to it. 

Ricky Hendriks earned two jockey 
championships riding for Cocks in the 
1980s and has followed the boss’ strategy 
of getting in early. Each spring, Hendriks 
points for the season opener at Aiken and 
this year the Pennsylvania-based trainer 
pulled off a double. 

Hendriks took both halves of the maid¬ 
en hurdle, sending out Surprising Soul and 
Any Given Royal, both owned by Hendriks’ 
mother, Wendy, to turn the double play. 
Maryland-based Ross Geraghty guided 
both winners. 

“Good start,” Geraghty said. “Ricky has 
them ready. I’ve been up and down to his 


place once or twice a week, schooling, he 
picked out his races a long way back, he 
knows where he wants to go with them. 
Ricky and I work well together.” 

Any Given Royal won more than 
$350,000 while winning six races on the 
flat for trainer Brian Lynch. The son of 
Any Given Saturday made his debut for 
Hendriks in the fall, finishing seventh on 
the flat at the International Gold Cup and 
sixth in his hurdle debut at the Colonial 
Cup. 

“We know off his flat form he has abil¬ 
ity,” Geraghty said. “I got him to relax 
going down the back, I let him pop those 
two, a horse joined me each side, then I 
got pushed into the second beacon and got 
shuffled back into fourth, I bided my time 
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and waited, by the time we turned into the 
stretch, he got back on the bridle, picked 
up at the last, and he won really well” 

As for Surprising Soul, he was the 
lock of the day after three strong hurdle 


efforts in the fall. Holding an experience 
edge (there were four first-time starters in 
the race), Surprising Soul stalked Jesse O 
before taking over with ease to draw off by

23% lengths. Jesse O finished second, with 
Extensible third. 

“He’s done well over the winter, he 
surprised me how easy he won. I was 
very, very impressed with him. He can be 
anything,” Geraghty said. “What surprised 
me the most is how easy he traveled over 
2 miles, he’s a bigger, rangier horse than 
in the fall. Everything’s just come right. 
He never came off the bridle, I just sat 
there, he galloped out in hand. He really 
impressed me.” 

Cocks would have appreciated Mr. 
Lickety. Check Mark Stables’ 7-year-old 
won a starter on the sport’s opening day in 
2015. He won a handicap hurdle in 2016. 
And, you guessed it, he won again this year, 
taking another ratings handicap to make it 
three wins in three years around the tight 
Aiken oval. Go back a bit further and he’s 
won four of five over the course includ¬ 
ing a maiden breaker in 2014 (he’s winless 
elsewhere). 

Trained by Richard Valentine and 
ridden by Jack Doyle, the bay son of 
Powers court (GB) won comfortably by 2 
lengths over Longing to Travel and Devil’s 
Wrangler. 

“For whatever reason he loves it around 
Aiken, I rode him there and at Queen’s 
Cup last year, he didn’t raise a gallop at 
Queen’s Cup, but he seems to come to life 
at Aiken, maybe it’s just sharp and quick 
and it keeps him interested,” Doyle said. 
“It was very straightforward, he traveled 
well, got a nice lead and he’s gone and 
done it well. Pretty much the same as last 
year, sat second or third, took it up after 
jumping the second-to-last, he’s getting a 
bit clever now, he wasn’t doing much in 
front, he’s a cool, little horse.” 

Doyle was on his way to a champion¬ 
ship last year when he fell at Belmont Park 
and missed the entire fall season. He was 
back riding for his father in Ireland by the 
end of December and rode three races 
before returning to his full-time job at 
Elizabeth Voss’ in Monkton, Md. 

“It’s good to be back, very good to be 
back, and great to be back with a winner,” 
Doyle said. “Since I started back riding out, 
I’ve had no problems, no pain, I’m back as 
good as ever. I suppose it’s just a relief to 
get a winner. There’s no better proof than 
winning races, there’s a little bit of pressure

on you to show that you’re back right, after 
taking a fall like that, it’s just a relief to get 
it out of the way” 

■ For Mid-Atlantic-based steeplechase 
trainers, winters can make them wonder 
about their career choices. At least until 
the first winner erases all the memories 
of frozen water buckets and turn-out rugs. 

For Fair Hill, Md.-based Fenneka Bent¬ 
ley, the winter months slipped away with 
her first weekend at the races. Bentley, who 
oversees a small stable with her husband 
David, produced a win and a second at the 
Steeplechase of Charleston April 8, tak¬ 
ing the hurdle feature with Gill Johnston’s 
Fantastic Song. 

“Off a good weekend, yeah, every¬ 
thing’s good,” she said, three days after 
Charleston. “It starts the season off nicely. 
Last year, I ended with a win. This year, I 
started with a win.” 

Sean McDermott settled the 8-year- 
old son of Lemon Drop Kid at the back 
of the compact six-horse field before 
swinging into contention and holding off 
Swansea Mile (Ire) in a professional per¬ 
formance. 

“He’s the coolest horse I think I’ve ever 
been around. He’s a really, really good 
horse, an honest, good horse. Everybody 
loves riding him, he’s small and sweet 
and bouncy. He just enjoys what he’s 
doing,” said Bentley, a former assistant to 
Hendriks. “He was doing really well, he’s 
obviously coming off injuries so that’s 
always a worry, but he’s a tough nut and 
he will tell you when things aren’t feeling 
right.” 

Fantastic Song won his hurdle debut 
and a tough second-level allowance on 
the flat in 2013, missed all of 2014, won 
over hurdles at High Hope in 2015 and 
missed all of 2016. The Kentucky-bred 
recuperates at Johnston’s Tennessee farm, 
he joined three other hurdle horses in 
Bentley’s 12-horse string this winter. 

“I can’t say enough about Gill, she’s 
great, she’s not afraid to put them in a field 
and give them the time they need,” Bentley 
said. “It’s great that he can come around . 

. . every other year. We call him Little Man. 
He’s got his own personality, he’s just a 
cool horse.” 

Fantastic Song won his debut for trainer 
Chad Brown as a 2-year-old at Saratoga in 
2011, placed third in the Pilgrim Stakes-G3 
that fall and participated in the Breeders’ 
Cup Juvenile Turf-Gl at Churchill Downs. 


The Kentucky-bred wound up with 
Michael Matz and won at Delaware Park 
in 2012 before crossing Bentley’s radar 
screen as a hurdle prospect. Looking past 
the spotty schedule, he’s won four of his 
last nine starts. 

NOTES: May will bring the season’s 
richest stop, the $525,000 Iroquois 
Steeplechase card in Nashville, Tenn., 
May 13. The $200,000 Calvin Houghland 
Iroquois is the year’s first Grade 1 and 
was expected to include 2015 steeplechase 
champion Dawalan (Fr), Grade 1 winner 
Mr. Hot Stuff and Irish invader Nichols 
Canyon (GB). The latter, who races 
for leading Irish trainer Willie Mu llin s, 


could claim a $500,000 bonus as part 
of the TW Capital Iroquois-Cheltenham 
Challenge. Third in the 2016 Iroquois, 
Nichols Canyon won the first leg of the 
2017 challenge by taking the Sun Bets 
Stayers Hurdle at England’s Cheltenham 
Festival March 16 . . . Other May high¬ 
lights include the Virginia Gold Cup May 
6. Grand Manan could be a major player in 
the $100,000 timber stakes feature on a day 
worth $425,000. The race card includes a 
$75,000 hurdle stakes, a $50,000 open turf 
stakes and two other turf races.

Laki delivers first stakes score for Cuba 


T he Not For Love stallion 
Cuba has only three foals 
in his first crop, 4-year- 
olds of 2017, and two are win¬ 
ners. Laki, Cuba’s first winner 
when he broke his maiden at 
Laurel in late December, is now 
a stakes winner after captur¬ 
ing the $75,000 Not For Love 
Stakes by 1 % lengths March 18. 

Bred by Tom Michaels and 
Lorna Baker, Laki was foaled 
in June out of the Swear by 


Dixie mare Truthful Dutch. 
Sold privately as a yearling, he 
didn’t make his first start until 
last November. 

Trained by Damon Dilo- 
dovico for Hillside Equestrian 
Meadows, Laki recorded his 
fourth consecutive win in the 
Not For Love, his fifth start 
and stakes debut. 

Multiple stakes winner 
Cuba, standing for J&S 
Stables at Royal Wux Farm 


in Chestertown, Md., entered 
stud after earning $792,694 
while racing through age 9. 

He won two stakes in his 
7-year-old campaign of 2008, 
topped by the Maryland Million 
Classic, and his eight stakes- 
placings include a second, 
by a neck, in the Eclipse 
Handicap-G3 and thirds in 
the Excelsior Breeders’ Cup 
Handicap-G3 and Seagram

Fast and Accurate charges 
into classics picture in Spiral 



C an history repeat? Twenty five years ago, unassuming 
Pennsylvania-bred colt Lil E. Tee won his first stakes, 
Turfway Park’s Jim Beam (nee Spiral). Two starts later he 
upset the Kentucky Derby-Gl. 

This year’s Spiral Stakes, a Grade 3 contest worth $500,000, 
and an equally important 50 points - enough to earn a spot in 
the Kentucky Derby field—went to Pennsylvania-bred Fast and 
Accurate, at 24-1. It was the first graded stakes win, and third 
consecutive score, for the Hansen colt trained by Mike Maker for 
Dr. Kendall Hansen. With the winner’s share, Fast and Accurate 
catapulted to $340,362 in career earnings from six starts. 

While Lil E. Tee never raced for a claiming price, Fast and 
Accurate could have been had for $30,000 just two starts before 
the Spiral, in his maiden win in December over Turfway’s all- 
weather track. He faced stakes company next out in Gulfstream 
Park’s Sage of Monticello Starter Stakes at 714 furlongs on the turf, 
and won easily, Feb. 20. 

At F/e miles, the Spiral was his longest race to date. Stalking 
the pace under Tyler Gaffalione, the gray led at the top of the 
stretch and held off another longshot, Blueridge Traveler, by 
three-quarters of a length. The March 25 win came just two days 
shy of his third birthday. 

Foaled at Leigh Herzberger’s Heart Hill Farm in Cochranton, 
about 50 miles south of Erie, Fast and Accurate was bred by 
longtime Kentucky horseman John Penn. Penn met Leigh’s late 
husband George in the mid-2000s, which launched participation 
with the Pennsylvania breeding program. 

“My brother and I became friends with George Herzberger 
years ago,” said Penn. “And now my son [Alex] is married to his 
daughter [Kendra]. So we continue to send two or three mares 
each year to Pennsylvania to foal. If it wasn’t for meeting George 
Herzberger, it wouldn’t have occurred to me to foal mares in 
Pennsylvania. And it’s all family now.” 

As to which mares are sent to Pennsylvania, it’s no more than 
looking at the list of mares and due dates. 

“It’s September and it’s a, What am I going to send to be 
there by October’ thing,” admitted Penn. Fast and Accurate is the 


only Pennsylvania-bred of the seven named foals for It’s Heidi’s 
Dance, a daughter of Green Dancer. “That year [2013], I chose 
her for whatever reason,” he laughed. “I try to send mares that will 
foal in the middle of the breeding season .. . it’s a whole lot colder 
in Erie than in Lexington.” 

The mares return to Kentucky within the first two weeks after 
foaling. 

Penn took Fast and Accurate to the Keeneland September 
yearling sale, but brought him home after there was little interest 
when veterinarians “deemed him somewhat unacceptable” with 
stifle OCDs. Through the Wavertree Stables consignment the 
next April at OBS, Penn sold the colt for $85,000 to Hansen, who 
also campaigned the colt’s champion sire. Fast and Accurate is 
from the only American crop by Hansen, who was sold to Korean 
interests in the fall of 2013. 

Penn has a long history with Fast and Accurate’s granddam, 
Shahalo, a mare he acquired in the early 2000s as partial payment 
for a board bill. The daughter of Halo produced eight live foals 
for Penn, with six selling as weanlings or yearlings for more than 
$1.3 million, among them graded stakes winners My Pal Charlie 
and Bwana Bull. It’s Heidi’s Dance, a foal of 2000, was not bred by 
Penn, but by E & D Enterprises in Pennsylvania, and placed three 
times in four starts before Penn purchased her as a broodmare 
prospect. Another daughter of Shahalo, the unraced Grimace (by 
Vindication) is also a member of Penn’s broodmare band. The 
half-sisters were bred to Conveyance for this year.

News from the Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen’s Association 



Unity, proactivity 
help industry 
make its point 
in Annapolis

A morning in Annapolis in late January 
was evidence how far the horse 
industry in Maryland has come as far 
as unity and proactivity go, and perhaps 
it played a role in developments during 
the recently concluded General Assembly 
session. 

Maryland Horse Industry Day was 
attended by a couple hundred people, 
including lawmakers who stopped by the 
Miller Senate Office Building to offer sup¬ 
port. Many of them even addressed the 
gathering. 

On the racing and breeding side, 
representatives of Thoroughbred and 
Standardbred organizations made trips to 
the capital through the winter and early 
spring, and when the 2017 session ended 
April 10, it was clear their efforts were 
worthwhile. 

The session wasn’t about passing leg¬ 
islation. It was more about lobbying to 
protect funding already in place. In today’s 
environment, that’s just as important. 

“I think it made a big difference to a 
lot of [legislators],” MTHA President Tim 
Keefe said of the horse industry’s pres¬ 
ence in Annapolis. “This year in particular, 
because we educated a lot of legislators 
who didn’t know anything about horse 
racing.” 

Bob Enten, who has lobbied on behalf 
of the MTHA for 23 years, said he was 
impressed by the spirit of cooperation. 

“It was a really, really terrific effort,” 
Enten said. “The industry pulled together 
in a better fashion than I’ve seen in all 
those years. Everybody—breeders, horse¬ 
men, the tracks, Thoroughbreds and Stan- 
dardbreds—were affected. The entire 
industry came together, met with dozens 
of legislators and the House and Senate 
leadership, and got a good package of 
information together. 

“The legislators responded wonderfully, 
and we ended up being fine.” 


“The industry’s growth the last couple 
of years and our commitment to that 
growth was reinforced,” Maryland Jockey 
Club President and General Manager Sal 
Sinatra said. “Certain bills that may have 
affected us didn’t pass this year, and that 
gives us even more drive for more growth 
in the industry.” 

The focal point this year was the 
Budget Reconciliation and Financing Act, 
which had proposed some changes that 
would have impacted racing. The cost 
of operating the Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission—roughly $2.5 million—would have 
shifted from the state to the racing industry 
via its Purse Dedication Account, and an 
expenditure approved by the legislature 
in 2016 to transfer $1 million from the 
Maryland Lottery to pay for a Preakness 
Stakes bonus for Maryland-bred or -sired 
runners and the revival of an international 
turf stakes at Laurel Park would have been 
scrapped. 

The Purse Dedication Fund is derived 
from a cut of video lottery terminal rev¬ 
enue at the state’s casinos. In 2016, the 
fund totaled $51.05 million, 80 percent for 
Thoroughbreds and 20 percent for Stan- 
dardbreds. 

Even though the racing industry earlier 
agreed to a reduction in the VLT share 
from 7 percent to 6 percent at five casi¬ 
nos effective with the opening of MGM 
National Harbor last December, the over¬ 
all pot is expected to grow. The argument 
was made, however, that tinkering with the 
model could impact positive growth trends 
in breeding and racing in Maryland. 

“The legislative proposal to fund the 
cost of the racing commission from the 
Purse Dedication Account provided an 
opportunity for the Maryland racing com¬ 
munity to demonstrate its unity and suc¬ 
cesses so far in rebuilding our historic 
industry,” said Alan Foreman, who serves 
as general counsel for the MTHA. “I have 
no doubt that the General Assembly was 


stunned by the progress we’ve made and 
our collective commitment to the 10-year- 
agreement. 

“I think we made a lasting impression, 
which bodes well for us going forward. We 
are greatly encouraged by the support we 
received from Governor [Larry] Hogan, 
Secretary [Kelly] Schultz, Senate President 
[Thomas V. Mike] Miller, House Speaker 
[Michael E.] Busch and the numerous 
members of the General Assembly who 
recognize our progress.” 

“As a group the horse industry has a 
strong presence in Annapolis,” MTHA 
Executive Director David Richardson said. 
“We have been carpet-bombing the legisla¬ 
ture with our message. But the reality is, I 
think we’re going to face this challenge year 
after year.” 

Such has been the case in other Mid- 
Atlantic region states in which racing ben¬ 
efits from casino revenue. 

The legislature also passed an amended 
bill that will allow the Maryland Racing 
Commission to grant a one-time request 
for capital improvement funds of up to 
$150,000 from the VLT-supported Race¬ 
track Facilities Renewal Account for secu¬ 
rity, maintenance and upkeep of the Bowie 
Training Center provided the MJC pro¬ 
vides a matching amount for the project. 

An earlier version of the bill would have 
simply added Bowie to the list of facilities 
eligible for RFRA money. The MJC, via a 
memorandum of understanding with local 
officials, had already begun maintenance 
work at the training center, which closed 
in the spring of 2015 but could, according 
comments from MJC officials at legislative 
hearings, be used again in the future pend¬ 
ing developments at Laurel and Pimlico 
Race Course. 

The bill also reduced the RFRA thresh¬ 
old for matching funds at two harness 
tracks, one of which is the MJC-owned 
Rosecroft Raceway, in an effort to better 
facilitate improvements at the tracks, nei¬ 
ther of which has stable areas. 

Meanwhile, the MJC is working on a 
plan for the international turf race, which 
used to be called the Washington, D.C., 
International but is referred to in legisla¬ 
tion as the Maryland International. 

“We’ve been working on different con¬ 
cepts,” Sinatra said. “We’re continuing to 
work toward reviving that race, which 
would be a good lead-in to the Breeders’ 
Cup in the fall. It’s one race that puts 
Laurel on the map, and we’d like to return 
it to its glory.” ^

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Good Night Shirt, 
Deputed Testamony join 
Maryland-bred Hall of Fame 



D eputed Testamony and 
Good Night Shirt-two of the 
oddest named champions in 
racing history-are the 2017 in¬ 
ductees to the Maryland-bred 
Thoroughbred Hall of Fame. 

Classic winner Deputed 
Testamony became a home¬ 
town hero when he captured 
the 1983 Preakness Stakes 
(and remains the last Mary¬ 
land-bred to do so). The bay 
colt was Maryland through 
and through-bred by the 
Boniface family of Harford 
County, who co-owned him 
with Boston, Mass., business¬ 
man Francis P. Sears in the 
name of their Bonita Farm; by 
a stallion (Traffic Cop) who 
stood at Bonita; and trained at 
the farm by J. William (Billy) 
Boniface. Deputed Testamo¬ 
ny was ridden to victory in 
the Preakness by Marylander 
Donnie Miller, who picked 
up the mount when Herb Mc¬ 
Cauley elected to stay with 
stablemate Parfaitement. 

Deputed Testamony's 
ground-saving trip and stretch 
run over the sloppy Pimlico 
surface caused mass celebra¬ 
tion, including in the track's 
press box, where the trainer's 
father, the senior Bill Boniface, 
worked for decades as a racing 
editor for the Baltimore Sun. 
Less than a month later more 
than 400 racing fans, including 
Gov. Harry Hughes, turned 


out at Pimlico to pay tribute 
to the colt known as D.T. ABC 
Sports broadcaster Jim McKay 
was host of the event, and the 


governor declared it Deputed 
Testamony Day. 

How did the odd spelling 
of the Deputed Testamony's 












name occur? Billy Boniface 
looked at the names of the 
colt's sire and dam and asked 
his neighbor, John Clark, a 
lawyer and judge in Bel Air, 
to give him a legal term that 
would put the two names to¬ 
gether. "Deputed is a legal 
word, you can look it up in 
the dictionary," said Boni¬ 
face. "Testimony I just spelt 
wrong." 

Deputed Testamony raced 
three seasons, from 2 to 4, and 
won seven stakes, with addi¬ 
tional graded wins during his 
sophomore year in the Grade 
1 Haskell Invitational at Mon¬ 
mouth and Bowie's Grade 3 
Governor's Cup Handicap. 
A member of one of the most 
accomplished Maryland-bred 
classes in history, he was 
named champion 3-year-old 


over fellow classic winners 
Caveat (Belmont Stakes) and 
Shareef Dancer (Irish Derby). 

At 2, Deputed Testamony 
set a 1-mile track record at 
Meadowlands in the Play the 
Palace Stakes, his first stakes 
victory. In his prior start, he 
just missed by a nose when 
second to Dixieland Band in 
the inaugural Maryland Juve¬ 
nile Championship, with Ca¬ 
veat third. 

Deputed Testamony holds 
the track record at Pimlico for 
lVi6 miles (1:40.80) which he 
set in his final start, the 1984 
City of Baltimore Handicap on 
the Preakness card. He exited 
the race with a fractured coffin 
bone in his right fore, which 
forced his retirement after 
20 starts, of which he won 11 
times and earned $674,329. He 


entered stud at Bonita, proved 
a solid sire, and lived out his 
life at the larger property in 
Darlington, built because of 
his success. He was racing's 
oldest classic winner when he 
died at age 32 Sept. 18, 2012. 

Good Night Shirt was 
bred to run on the flat, but 
excelled over jumps. A two- 
time Eclipse Award winner, 
he was only the third Ameri¬ 
can steeplechaser to surpass 
$1 million in career earnings, 
and was the first steeplechaser 
to be named Maryland-bred 
Horse of the Year (2008). He 
also earned four consecutive 
state-bred steeplechase cham¬ 
pionships (2006-09). In March 
it was announced that he will 
enter the 2017 National Mu¬ 
seum of Racing and Hall of 
Fame as a steeplechase electee. 


Bred by Dr. and Mrs. Tom 
Bowman, the chestnut son 
of Breeders' Cup Classic-Gl 
winner and Maryland-bred 
Hall of Famer Concern and 
the Two Punch mare Hot Sto¬ 
ry was owned for the majori¬ 
ty of his career by Harold A. 
"Sonny" Via Jr. and trained by 
Jack Fisher. Named after a say¬ 
ing by Tom Bowman's grand¬ 
mother, Good Night Shirt was 
sold as an unraced 3-year-old 
in 2004, made eight starts on 
the flat that year (winning 
twice at Pimlico) and then was 
sold again as a steeplechase 
prospect to Via. 

With Fisher training (2005- 
09), Good Night Shirt recorded 
10 graded stakes wins, includ¬ 
ing eight Grade Is, and earned 
$1,007,803 of his career total 
$1,041,083. From summer 2006 
to spring 2009, he made 14 
consecutive graded starts and 
won 10-including a streak of 
seven in a row. Racing at the 
top level, he recorded back- 
to-back wins in the Marion du 
Pont Scott Colonial Cup-Gl, 
Fonesome Glory-Gl and Iro- 
quois-Gl. He made two starts 
at 8 in spring 2009-winning 
the Grade 2 Carolina Cup and 
finishing second in the Iro¬ 
quois-and was set to return 
| that fall when sidelined by 
^ a fractured left front cannon 
H bone, which eventually forced 
his retirement. A winner of 14 
of 33 lifetime starts, he retired 
to Fisher's farm in Monkton, 
where he resides. 

Maryland Thoroughbred 
Hall of Fame inductees are se¬ 
lected by a committee of rac¬ 
ing industry members. Can¬ 
didates must be retired from 
racing at least five years to be 
eligible. 

Under the collaboration of 
the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association and Maryland 
Racing Media Association, 
the Hall of Fame was initiat¬ 
ed in 2013 and now numbers 
20 members. The class of 2017 
joins Awad, Broad Brush, 
Challedon, Cigar, Concern, 
Dave's Friend, Find, Gallor- 
ette, Jameela, Kauai King, Fit- 
tie Bold John, Politely, Safely 
Kept, Twixt and Vertex and 
steeplechasers Elkridge, Jay 
Trump and Tuscalee. **

Tom Michaels and his 
wife Lorna Baker have a 
15-acre farm on the Eastern 
Shore in Denton. "I'll breed 
two mares, then I like to skip 
a year to work on [the babies], 
getting them broke," said Mi¬ 
chaels. "I don't breed them 
every year, but now I proba¬ 
bly will breed her every year." 
He was referring to Truthful 
Dutch, the dam of two of the 
best horses Michaels has bred 
in nearly 30 years in the busi¬ 
ness. Truthful Dutch's son 
Laki became her first stakes 
winner in the $75,000 Not For 
Love Stakes at Laurel Park 
March 18. 

The 4-year-old chestnut 
gelding, trained by Damon 


Dilodovico for Hillside Eques¬ 
trian Meadows, was the least 
experienced of the race's sev¬ 
en entrants, making just his 
fifth start. But he was coming 
in off three consecutive wins 
and was the lukewarm favor¬ 
ite over Stolen Love (a son 
of Not For Love). Laki took 
charge of the 6-furlong stakes 
at the top of the stretch and 
held off Sonny Inspired in 
1:09.56, the second fastest time 
at the distance at Laurel this 
year. 

Laki means "lucky" in Ha¬ 
waiian, Michaels said. 

"My wife was born in Ha¬ 
waii and she has all these Ha¬ 
waiian names," said Michaels, 
who sold Laki as a yearling 
"before he was really a year 
old." A June foal, Laki "was 
built like a little racehorse 
when he was born" said his 
breeder, but didn't make his 
first start until last November. 

"Mentally, he's just kind of 
coming together," Dilodovi¬ 
co said. "He always showed 
spurts here and there but not 
consistently, but since the turf 
race [his debut in which he 
was last of 10] he's kind of put 
it together." 

A son of the Not For Love 
son Cuba, Laki had the dis¬ 


tinction of being Cuba's first 
winner when he broke his 
maiden Dec. 24 at Laurel over 
a sloppy track, and is now the 
stallion's first stakes winner. 
Cuba stands at Royal Wux 
Farm in Chestertown, about 
30 miles north of Denton. 
Leased out for this year. Truth¬ 
ful Dutch was due to foal in 
April to another Royal Wux 
Farm stallion, Gandhi.Mi¬ 
chaels plans to breed her back 
to Cuba. 

Michaels breaks and trains 
his own horses on his farm he 
named Dusty Acres, which 
includes a three-eighths of a 
mile training track he put in 


himself when he purchased 
the property approximate¬ 
ly 20 years ago. He has five 
horses in training, including, 
Laki's 2-year-old full-sister 
Maui Wahine. Described as 
"probably the best horse I've 
ever bred" the filly has been 
working with older horses 
on the farm and by mid-April 
was ready for her first breeze. 
"I've waited many years to 
get a really good stakes horse, 
and this might be the one," he 
said. "She looks like a 4-year- 
old right now. She's built 
like that. She's by far the best 
horse I've ever had."

Making her stakes debut 
in her 55th start, MCA Rac¬ 
ing Stable's Next Best Thing 
split horses leaving the back- 
stretch, opened a clear lead 
down the lane and held off 
late-running If I Was a Boy 
to win the $75,000 Conniver 
by a length. The 7-year-old 
daughter of Stephen Got Even 
recorded her 13th victory. 


and boosted her earnings to 
$376,802. Three of her wins, 
and $104,402, have come from 
five starts this year. 

It was also the first stakes 
victory for jockey Katie Da¬ 
vis, who guided the mare to 
victory in an optional-claimer 
for the meet's leading trainer 
Claudio Gonzalez March 4. 

Next Best Thing rated off 
the pace of One Proud Gal, 
who ran the first quarter-mile 
in :24.34. Davis sent her mare 
to the front after a half-mile 
in :47.86, opened up in the 
stretch and had enough left 
to hold off a driving If I Was 
a Boy. Favorite Bawlmer Hon 
was another 3Vi lengths back 
in third in the field of five 
Maryland-bred fillies and 
mares. Next Best Thing com¬ 
pleted 7 furlongs in 1:24.40. 
"When I saw the opening I 
had to go or I knew I would be 
right up on them," said Davis. 





















"I made the decision to scoot 
between them and she went 
right on by." 

Next Best Thing has 
been a popular campaigner 
throughout her career. Bred 
by Charles and Cynthia Mc- 
Ginnes and foaled at their 
Thornmar Farm in Chester- 
town, she was sold by her 
breeders for $13,000 as a 
yearling at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic fall sale in 2011. 
In her only start at 2, she fin¬ 
ished third at 40-1. Her first 
win came in her next start, for 
a $25,000 tag at Parx Racing. 
Competing mostly in starter 
allowances and claimers, she 
passed through a number of 


barns, including that of Mary 
Eppler, who haltered her for 
$5,000 at Parx in July 2014. 

Gonzalez took her from 
Eppler for $5,000 in December 
2015 at Laurel. In her last 10 
starts she has been risked for 
a tag five times, the lowest be¬ 
ing $16,000 in her first start of 
the year at Parx Jan. 17. 

Next Best Thing comes 
from a long line of durable 
runners. Out of the El Gran 
Senor mare Mexicali Rose, she 
is a year-younger half-sister 
to Rose Brier, a son of Miz- 
zen Mast who has won five 
stakes - including the Bert 
Allen three times-and is five 
times stakes-placed. He set a 


course record (a turf mile in 
1:33.11) at Laurel in last year's 
Henry Clark Stakes and has 
placed in two Grade 3 stakes. 

Still in competition, he has 
earned $502,266 with a record 
of 37-14-10-6 over six seasons. 

All six of Mexicali Rose's 
foals to start are winners, and 
five have earned six-figures. 
The mare's first foal to get 
to the races. Cow Town Kid, 
competed 10 years, won 16 of 
85 starts and earned $237,722. 
Next came Bean, who started 
82 times over eight years, win¬ 
ning 13 and earning $158,519. 
Baileys Beach made $177,515 
from 30 starts in four years. 


The McGinneses pur¬ 
chased Mexicali Rose for 
$2,700 from Bill Backer's Smit¬ 
ten Farm consignment at the 
2009 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
December sale while carrying 
Next Best Thing. The couple 
bred one more foal out of the 
mare, a 2012 colt named Pred¬ 
atory (by Desert Party) who 
sold as a yearling for $57,000 
at Keeneland September. He 
never started. 

Backer purchased Mexicali 
Rose as a weanling for $65,000 
at Keeneland November in 
1995. She won once in 13 
starts, her debut at 2 at Timo- 
nium in 1997.

Four Maryland-bred juve¬ 
niles were offered at the Ocala 
Breeders' Sales Company's 
March 2-year-old sale, March 
14 and 15 in Ocala, Fla., and all 
brought six figures, for an av¬ 
erage of $483,750. The overall 
sale average was $186,727. 
The quartet combined to sell 
for $1,935,000. 

The most expensive at 
$950,000 was a bay colt by 
Union Rags out of stakes win¬ 
ner Alexandra Rylee (by Af- 
leet Alex). Bred by Stuart 
Grant's The Elkstone Group, 
the colt was a home run pin- 
hook for agent Bobby Dobb, 
who purchased the colt for cli¬ 
ent Grand Oaks at the Keene¬ 
land September Yearling sale 
for $135,000.

A bay filly by Scat Daddy 
out of the Elusive Quality 
mare Broad Quality sold for 
$525,000 to Lane's End Blood¬ 
stock from the Crupi's New 
Castle Farm consignment. 

Bred by Caroline Stautberg 
in the name of Willow Oaks 
Stable, the filly sold as a year¬ 
ling for $150,000 at Saratoga. 
Her second dam. Broad Queen 
(by Broad Brush) was a full- or 
half-sister to stakes winners 
Brushing Gloom and Clash by 


Night, and produced stakes 
winners Queen Greeley and 
Blushing Dixie. 

Sagamore Farm bred the 
son of Quality Road—Polyes¬ 
ter, by Tiz Wonderful, pur¬ 
chased by Jay Em Ess Stable 
for $340,000. Starting Point 
Thoroughbreds was the agent 
for the bay colt initially sold at 
the Keeneland September 
yearling sale for $200,000. His 
unraced dam is a half-sister to 
stakes winners Sneaky Quiet 
and Ironman Dehere. 

EQB Inc. spent $120,000 
for a Data Link colt on be¬ 
half of Zayat Stables. Bred by 
Barak Farm out of the win¬ 
ning Arch mare Arch Enemy, 
the colt has been through the 
auction ring three times-he 
sold for $21,000 as a weanling 
at Keeneland November, and 
$65,000 at Keeneland Septem¬ 
ber. His dam has five winners 
from five starters, and is a 
half-sister to graded stakes 
winner Tenacious Tiffany. 

Two juveniles out of Mary¬ 
land-bred/Maryland-sired 
mares sold for more than a 
half-million at the sale. A Curl- 
in colt, out of the Lion Hearted 
mare Storm Hearted, brought 
a final bid of $950,000 from 
Rattler Racing. The Kentucky- 


bred chestnut is a half-brother 
stakes winner Wake Up Nick. 

Storm Hearted, now 15, is 
from the first crop of the late 
Northview Stallion Station sire 
Lion Hearted. Bred by North- 
view Stallion Station, she sold 
at the 2002 Fasig-Tipton Mid¬ 
lantic December Mixed sale 
as a weanling for $12,000, 
then was a $65,000 RNA as 
a yearling at Fasig-Tipton's 
Kentucky sale. She went back 
through the ring at Barretts' 
sale the next March, and was 
knocked down for $240,000 
by CRK Stables, who bred the 
Curlin colt. In nine starts she 
managed three placings and 
earned $28,800. 

An Animal Kingdom colt 
out of Maryland Million La¬ 
dies winner Miss Lombardi 
(by Unbridled Jet) sold for 
$550,000 to Solis/Litt. Bred by 
Graham Motion's Herrings- 
well Stables, the bay Ken¬ 


tucky-bred is the most expen¬ 
sive 2-year-old from the first 
crop of the Kentucky Der- 
by-Gl and Dubai World 
Cup-Gl winner to sell at pub¬ 
lic auction. Miss Lombardi is 
also the dam of 2014 Mary¬ 
land-bred champion 2-year- 
old filly Miss Bullistic. 

Another pinhooking coup 
was a colt by Jimmy Creed out 
of the five-time stakes-winning 
Maryland-bred Shiny Sheet 
(by Press Card). The Kentucky- 
bred was sold as a short year¬ 
ling at Keeneland January in 
2016 for $15,000 to Thorough¬ 
bred Champions Training Cen¬ 
ter, who sent him through the 
ring at Ocala and got $320,000 
as Dennis O'Neill signed the 
ticket. 

Shiny Sheet, now 19, had a 
long career in the region, earn¬ 
ing $543,432. The colt from the 
first crop of Jimmy Creed is her 
eighth foal. **

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D ennis A. Drazins homebred 
Sunny Ridge was named 2016 
New Jersey-bred Horse of the Year 
and champion 3-year-old male by the 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association 
of New Jersey. The son of Holy Bull 
out of Lignum Vitae (by Songand- 
aprayer) was the leading New 
Jersey-bred money winner of 2016, 
earning $308,250 from six starts 
while winning the Withers Stakes-G3 
and finishing third in the betfair.com 
Haskell Invitational-G1 and Queens 
County Stakes. 

Trained by Jason Servis, Sunny 
Ridge is from the last crop of 
champion Holy Bull. He was also a 
state-bred divisional champion at 2 
when winning or placing in three 
stakes, two graded. 

David Gruskos Chublicious was 
honored as champion older male and 
champion sprinter based on his three 
stakes victories in six starts during 
his 2016 campaign. The Joe-Dan 
Farm bred son of New Jersey sire Hey 
Chub out of Sassy Broad, by Arch, 
won the John J. Reilly Handicap, Mr. 
Prospector Stakes (in open company) 
and New Jersey Breeders Handicap. 
Trained by Jorge Navarro for his 
stakes wins, Chublicious earned 
$149,414 for the year. 

Isabelle de Tomasos homebred 
Irish War Cry was named champion 
2-year-old after winning both of his 
starts in 2016. The son of Curlin out

of Irish Sovereign, by Polish Numbers, debuted at Laurel Park 
Nov. 11, winning by 4 l A lengths, and followed with a victory 
in Laurels Marylander Stakes Dec. 31. The Graham Motion 
trainee finished the year with earnings of $82,800. 

Diamond Play, a fourth-generation New Jersey-bred, is 
the champion 3-year-old filly after winning three of nine 
starts in 2016 for Thoroughbred Investments Fund LLC. The 
daughter of E Dubai out of Forbidden Isle, by New Jersey-bred 
champion Belong to Me, won her three races in consecutive 
starts from July 30 to Oct. 3 by a combined 18L4 lengths. Bred 
by Colonial Farms and trained by Anthony Margotta Jr., she 
earned $142,104 in 2016. 

Joseph and Gayle Ioia’s Bustin Out, trained by Chuck Spina, 
was named champion older female after winning three times 
and finishing second twice in five starts her 4-year-old season. 
Dianne Boyken bred the daughter of Bustin Stones and the 
Disco Rico mare Disco Shaker who won the Eleven North 
Handicap and finished second in the Open Mind Handicap 
and Regret Stakes while earning $131,838. 

New Farms homebred Rainbow Heir was named champion 
turf runner after taking Gulfstream Park West’s Gin Rummy 
Champ Stakes and Monmouth’s Wolf Hill Stakes and finishing 
third in the Troy Stakes at Saratoga and Hall of Fame Stakes 
at Parx in four starts. The 2014 New Jersey-bred Horse of the 
Year made a successful transition to the turf after winning four 
stakes on the dirt, including the Grade 3 Jersey Shore. The son 
of Wildcat Heir out of Rainbow Pride, by Prospectors Gamble, 
earned $113,985 under the direction of trainer Jason Servis to 
push his career total over the half-million dollar mark. 

Irish Sovereign was honored as 2016 Broodmare of the 
Year. Isabelle de Tomaso bred and owns the 17-year-old 
Polish Numbers mare out of Irish Genius (by Beau Genius). 
Irish Sovereign has produced six winners from six foals, all 
New Jersey-breds, including graded stakes winner Irish War 
Cry, graded stakes-placed Irish Strait and stakes-placed Irish 
Politics. She has a yearling filly by Lookin At Lucky named 
Lucky Irish and is in foal to Graydar. 

Hey Chub, owned by Daniel J. Lopez’s Joe-Dan Farm, earns 
his first title as New Jersey Stallion of the Year. The 17-year-old 
son of Carson City out of Donna Doo, by Spend a Buck, was 
a multiple stakes-winning New Jersey-bred who hit the board 
in 30 of 36 starts and earned $441,755. Hey Chub is the sire of 
31 foals of racing age and 19 of his 24 starters have reached the 
winner’s circle. Hey Chub has sired stakes winners Chublicious 
($318,194) and Chubble Maker ($209,066) along with stakes- 
placed Chubbiana ($119,872) and Chub’s Charmer. He has 
lifetime progeny earnings over $1.7 million. 

Voting for the 2016 New Jersey-bred champions were 
columnist Bill Finley, Monmouth Park handicapper Brad 
Thomas, Daily Racing Form handicapper Kenny Peck, The

Drazin thinking big with Sunny Ridge

A fter a five-race losing streak that stretched over a 

9 1 /2-month span, New Jersey-bred Sunny Ridge has come 
back in a big way. He’s won two straight stakes at Aqueduct 
and is in such good form that he has owner/breeder Dennis 
Drazin thinking Breeders’ Cup. 

“He is sound and healthy and doing terrific,” said Drazin, 
who heads the management team that operates Monmouth. 
“He loves the inner track at Aqueduct and we’ve put together 
two very good performances now. He’s at the top of his game.” 

Sunny Ridge ran one of the best races in his career in a 
losing effort when third in last year’s Grade 1 Haskell, but 
the race may have taken something out of him. He followed 
that with a dreadful effort when finishing 35 lengths behind 
the winner in his next start, the Grade 2 Pennsylvania Derby. 
Losses in the Discovery-G3 and Queens County followed. 

But 2017 has been good to the now 4-year-old son of Holy 
Bull. He kicked off the year with a win in the Jazil in January 
and followed that with a victory over a tough field in the 
Stymie in March. Though the Stymie was worth just $125,000 
and is not a graded stakes, the race was better than your 
typical wintertime New York stakes race. The field included 
millionaire New York-bred Royal Posse, Diversify, a previously 
undefeated gelding who had cracked the 100-mark in his 
Beyer numbers, and Send It In, who had won six of his last 
seven for Todd Pletcher. Sent off at 4-1, Sunny Ridge closed 
from fifth to win by three-quarters of a length under Manny 
Franco. 

With his poor form cycle behind him, Sunny Ridge appears 
ready to live up to the expectations Drazin and trainer Jason 
Servis had for him when he was competitive in races like the 
Champagne, Delta Jackpot and Haskell and when he won the 
Grade 3 Withers to kick off his campaign last year. He may 
not be Arrogate, but he is certainly a quality horse capable of 
winning his share of stakes events. 

“The horse is a nice horse,” Drazin said. “Jason thinks he’ll 
stay sound and if he stays sound he’s going to earn a lot of 
money between now and the end of his career.” 

Drazin and Servis have yet to map out a plan when it comes 
to upcoming races, but were entered in the Grade 2 Charles 
Town Classic April 22, which has a purse of $1.25 million. 
Sunny Ridge already proved he can handle a “bull ring” when 
second by a neck to eventual Preakness winner Exaggerator in 
the $1 million Grade 3 Delta Jackpot at Delta Downs in 2015. 

“I asked Jason about that race [Charles Town Classic] and 
he said that it’s certainly something we should take a look at,” 


Drazin said. “Sunny Ridge performed well in the Delta Jackpot 
around a track with tight turns. He’s doing super, so that’s a 
race we will certainly have to consider.” 

Beyond a possible start in the Charles Town Classic, Drazin 
has two goals, to stay loyal to Monmouth Park and to try 
Grade 1 company, perhaps, even, in the Breeders’ Cup. 

“I don’t know what we’re going to do, but we have a 
commitment to support Monmouth Park, so we will look at 
races like the Iselin and the Charlie Hesse,” Drazin said. “He’d 
be going against Jersey-breds in the Hesse and I would think 
he’d be odds-on in that race.” 

But Drazin also wants to give Sunny Ridge a chance to 
show what he can do at a higher level. 

“Following the Stymie, Jason kind of mentioned the 
Breeders’ Cup,” Drazin said. “He’s not eligible because I didn’t 
nominate him. I would have to pay $100,000 to enter him 
and it’s a little premature to think about that now. Given he’s 
not eligible and that he’s doing well and we want to run in the 
Breeders’ Cup we’ll probably circle a ‘Win and You’re In’ race. 

“He’s 100 percent, he’s doing well, he’s put on some weight. 
He’s doing everything right. So you have to give a horse a 
chance to perform. You don’t want to beat them up to point 
where they’re not competitive but when you have a horse who 
is doing well and with the way some of these big stakes races 
come up these days with small fields, well, sometimes you have 
to take your shot. He certainly ran third behind some good 
horses in the Haskell and he has done well against a lot of 
really good horses.” 

No matter what happens from here, Sunny Ridge is already 
writing one of the better stories in recent history when it 
comes to New Jersey-breds. He is owned by the head of 
Monmouth, he is by perhaps the greatest horse ever stabled 
at Monmouth Park in Holy Bull and he finished third in the 
track’s signature race. 

“The Haskell last year was special to me because I had a 
horse in the race that performed very well,” Drazin said. “You 
would think from the outreach from the community that he 
had won the race. People were very excited. Running third 
in the Haskell against that kind of quality, to me, it was like 
winning.” 

Drazin says “anything can happen” in racing, and he’s right. 
Can Sunny Ridge make a mark in the Breeders’ Cup? Stay 
tuned.

Xanthus Farm

For more than three decades, Ron 
and Barbara Rickline’s Xanthus Farms 
has been one of Pennsylvania’s leading 
commercial stallion establishments, as 
well as one of its top breeders. 

Located just outside the historic 
town of Gettysburg, Xanthus has built 
a solid reputation for standing stallions 
that offer the complete package-solid 
race records, outstanding bloodlines, 
and superb conformation. It has also 
bred and sold horses that have gone 
on to reward their owners with many 
profitable trips to the winner’s circle. 

Many stakes winners have been foaled at 
Xanthus, including Grade 1 winner and million¬ 
aire Fabulous Strike, as well as stakes winners 
Jake N Elwood, Hey Kiddo, Above the Light, 
Sham Francisco, and Beau’s Surprise, to name 
but a few. 

Xanthus has been among the top award 
winners from the Pennsylvania Breeding Fund 
over the last five years, primarily through 
stallion awards. In 2012, it ranked fourth with 
$225,505; in 2013, it also ranked fourth 
with $196,029; in 2014, it ranked fifth with 
$165,240; in 2015, it was seventh with 
$190,042, and last year it was also seventh, 
with $187,625. 

Xanthus's stallion Andiron, a son of A.P. 

Indy and a half-brother to Grade 1 winner The 
Cliff’s Edge, was the sire of last year’s top Penn¬ 
sylvania-Bred breeder award winner, Roxbury N 
Overton. 

Bred by Jettany Thoroughbred Corp., 
Roxbury N Overton earned a total of $247,856 
in 2016 that includes $61,764 for his breeder, 
$20,588 in stallion awards, and $31,680 in 
owner bonuses. 


The success of Xanthus hasn’t occurred 
because of luck. It’s happened because of the 
hard work of Barbara Rickline, who has ‘‘stayed 
the course” from the time before the bill legalizing 
slots was enacted in 2004, through today. 

Rickline, a graduate of Penn State University, 
was in her early 20s when she began to ride and 
show horses. She managed a large show horse 
barn, South Forth Acres, in New Tripoli, Pa., during 
the early 1980s, and launched Xanthus Farms 
21 years ago. 

First established in Kutztown, Pa., Xanthus 
was relocated to the Hanover, Pa.-area in 1986 
before moving to its present site near Gettysburg 
a decade ago. 

One of the first commercially successful 
stallions to stand at Xanthus was Judge Smells, 
who proved immensely popular with local mare 
owners, breeding as many as 124 mares in a sea¬ 
son, and eventually siring 40 horses who earned 
$100,000 or more. 

The farm currently stands nine stallions: 
newcomer Red Vine, II Villano, Xixixi, In the Woods, 
Banachek, Andiron, Victory Isle, White Mercedes 
and Southern Success.

Rickline said that this season she’s 
noticed that breeders have renewed interest 
in not only her stallions, but the Pennsylvania 
breeding program, in general. 

“I’ve had more interest in breeding to my 
stallions than in the last three or four years,” 
said Rickline. “I’ve had more calls, more 
people stopping by to see them... it’s very 
encouraging.” 

Rickline said that for 2017 she has 
reduced the number of mares she’s breeding 
to out-of-state sires to only a handful. She also 
noted that there is acute competition for mares, 
especially since Maryland’s breeding program 
is on the upswing after several lean years. 

“Now that Maryland is doing better, those 
mare owners are choosing to stay home,” 
she said. “There’s a lot of competition for 
mares because there’s not as many people 
actively breeding like there used to be, and 
it also can be hard to pass up some of the 
deals for stallions in Kentucky, because they 
need mares, too. But we didn’t lose a lot of 
mares [at Xanthus] because people realize our 
breeding program is one of the best. 

“We still have the best program as far 
as the number of racing days available,” she 
continued. “We have two tracks that run year- 
round, and the third offers the Tapeta surface. 


There are good financial rewards because of 
the purses.” 

A new name in the Xanthus stallion barn 
is multiple Grade 1 -placed stakes winner Red 
Vine, who was purchased at the Keeneland 
January Horses of All Ages Sale by Bode Miller, 
the Olympic and world championship gold 
medal alpine skier, to stand in Pennsylvania. 
Red Vine’s introductory fee is $2,500. 

A son of Candy Ride (Arg) out of Murky 
Waters, by Storm Creek, Red Vine was sold as 
a yearling for $200,000 and trained during his 
career by Christophe Clement. He became a 
stakes winner at 5, winning the Majestic Light 
at Monmouth Park, and then placing in five 
consecutive graded stakes, which included a 
third in the $1 million Pacific Classic Stakes, 
a third in the Grade 1 Breeders’ Cup Dirt Mile, 
and a second in the Grade 1 Cigar Mile. Red 
Vine retired with $775,915 in earnings. 

Red Vine’s second dam is stakes 
winner Fort Pond, the dam of multiple graded 
stakes winner and millionaire Fort Prado 
($1,211,681). 

Of Red Vine, Rickline said: “He's a very 
good-looking horse, very correct, with a nice 
disposition. Everyone who has seen him has 
been very impressed.” 

In addition to its stallions, Xanthus Farms 
also offers breeding, boarding, 
foaling, layups, sales prepara¬ 
tion, agent services and horse 


transportation, through its own Rickline Horse 
Transport, which is handled by Ron Rick¬ 
line. 

Xanthus was the birthplace of one of 
the nation's top sprinters, Pennsylvania-Bred 
Fabulous Strike. Owned and bred by Wal¬ 
ter Downey’s Tea Party Stables, a longtime 
client, Fabulous Strike captured the Grade 1 
Vosburgh Stakes at Belmont Park in 2007 and 
captured four other graded stakes before retir¬ 
ing in 2011 with $1,447,804. He's currently a 
pensioner at Old Friends in Kentucky. 

In 2009, Xanthus made news in Penn¬ 
sylvania when a rare white Thoroughbred was 
foaled at the farm, one of fewer than 40 in the 
world at the time. 

Christened Banachek, he now stands at 
Xanthus for a fee of $2,000 live foal. He was 
2009 Junior Champion, Thoroughbred Division, 
at the Maryland State Fair, and hails from the 
female family of multiple stakes winner Dora- 
doradora ($590,350). 

The farm also stands another white 
stallion, White Mercedes. Both Banachek and 
White Mercedes were sired by noted white 
Kentucky stallion The White Fox. 

Also on the Xanthus stallion roster for 
2017 is Xixixi, by Maimonides, a half-brother 
to Triple Crown winner American Pharoah 
standing for $5,000. The speedy II Villano, a 
son of Pollard’s Vision who stands for $1,500, 
has first-crop yearlings this year.

Virginia-bred champion thoroughbred horses 
for 2016 have been announced, and their respective 
connections will receive trophies at the annual 
Virginia Thoroughbred Association awards ceremony 
Friday May 5th at Great Meadow. The annual 
Virginia Gold Cup Races will be contested there the 
next afternoon. 


Horse of the Year honors will be awarded to Stellar 
Wind for the second consecutive year. The now 5 year 
old Curlin mare only made four starts in 2016, all in 
Grade I stakes, and first three were highlighted by a 
showdown with arch rival Beholder. After a runner- 
up finish to Beholder in Santa Anitas Vanity Stakes, 

Stellar Wind turned the tables and beat her nemesis 
by one-half length in the Clement Hirsch Stakes at 
Del Mar, and by a neck in a thrilling Zenyatta Stakes 
at Santa Anita. Since finishing fourth in the Breeders 
Cup, she has earned some well deserved time off. 

Out of the Malibu Moon mare, Evening Star, 

Stellar Wind was bred by Peggy Augustus’s Keswick 
Stables and Stonestreet Thoroughbred Holdings LLC. 

She earned $540,000 in 2016 alone and has a lifetime 
bankroll of $1,453,200 from 12 starts. She won the 
Eclipse Award as Champion 3 Year Old Filly in 2015. 

Valid, another million-dollar plus earner, was 
named Top Older Horse for the second consecutive 
year. The 7 year old Medaglia d’Oro gelding raced 
four times last year, all in graded stakes at Gulfstream 
Park. His lone victory came April 2nd in the Grade 3 
Skip Away Stakes. That followed second place finishes 
in the Hal’s Hope Stakes and Donn Handicap, and 
a third in the Gulfstream Park Handicap. Valid was 
bred by Edward Evans, earned $268,070 in 2016, and 
has amassed $1,101,647 in his 37 career starts. The 
Marcus Vitali trainee is out of Grand Prayer by Grand Slam. 

Long On Value put an exclamation point of sorts on his 
selection as Champion Turf Sprinter with a close runner-up 
finish in the recent Grade I, $1 Million A1 Quoz Stakes in 
Dubai. The 6 year old Bill Mott trainee earned $118,270 from 
seven starts last year, highlighted by a victory in the Lucky 
Coin Stakes July 25th at Saratoga. He was bred by Snow 
Lantern Thoroughbreds and is by Value Plus out of Long 
Message by Orientate. 

Rapid Rhythm was named Champion Female Turf Sprinter 
after collecting five wins in eight starts last year. The 5 year old 


daughter of Successful Appeal bankrolled $153,617 from key 
victories in the Oakley Stakes at Laurel and the Battle of New 
Orleans Stakes at Fair Grounds. The Mike Stidham trainee was 
bred by the Lazy Lane Farms, LLC. 

Eight year old Rose Brier, named Champion Turf Horse, 
captured four races in 2016 and finished either second or third 
in his other three. Earnings from the seven totaled $180,560, 
which helped push his career total over the $500,000 mark. 
Bred by William Backer and trained by Jane Cibelli, the 
Mizzen Mast gelding won the Bert Allen Stakes for the third 
straight year in addition to the Henry Clark and Edward Evans 
Stakes.

In the three year old category, Sticksstatelydude was named 
Champion Male while Queen Caroline took Champion 
Female honors. The former had an allowance win at Belmont 
July 15th then won the Grade 3 Discovery Stakes at Aqueduct 
in mid-November. Bred by the Canyon Lake Thoroughbreds, 
the Kiaran McLaughlin trained colt earned $243,540 in £ 16. 
Queen Caroline won four straight last year beginning with 
a maiden special weight score at Pimlico May 21st followed 
by three stakes triumphs. The Blame filly crossed first in the 
Nellie Mae Cox, TaWee and Indiana Grand Stakes. She was 
bred by the Morgans Ford Farm and is owned by Virginia 
based Amy Moore. 

Lime House Louie and Taleoftheprincess were named 
Champion two year old male and female horses respectively. 
The former captured a maiden special weight race at Charles 
Town July 23rd then won the Jamestown Stakes at Laurel in 
September. The latter, a Tale of the Cat filly, collected a maiden 
claiming win at Keeneland and an allowance optional claiming 
triumph at Fair Grounds November 27th. Lime House Louie 
was bred by Carlos S.E. Moore and Gillian Gordon-Moore and 
is out of Mystic Boy by Housebuster. Taleoftheprincess was 
bred by the William Backer Revocable Trust and is out of the 
Waquoit mare, Frost Princess. 

Zanclus was named Champion Steeplechase Horse based 
on wins at Foxfield and Great Meadow, and allowance runner- 
ups at Fair Hill, Shawan Downs and Pine Mountain. The 7 year 
old son of Xenodon was bred and is owned by Sara Collette, 
and is trained by Neil Morris.

Paul Fout will be recognized as the Top Virginia Trainer. 
Horses in his stable made 103 starts last year and earned 
$505,485 in purse monies. His Hardrock Eleven captured 
the $75,000 William Entenmann Memorial Hurdle Stakes at 
Belmont and a $65,000 allowance race at Saratoga. Fout’s Help 
from Heaven scored a similar allowance victory at Saratoga. 

He also had a pair of wins on the fall Gold Cup card at Great 
Meadow with Canadian Gold in a maiden special weight race 
and with Cryptos Holiday in an allowance. 

Leading Breeder honors will go to the late William Backer, 
who passed away in 2016. Horses he bred won 35 races 
including the Penn Oaks and Honey Ryder Stakes (both by 
Sweet Victory), the Punch Line Stakes (by Moon River), and 
the trio of stakes won by Rose Brier. Chorus Line, a 4 year old 
Parading filly, didn’t win a stakes race but did finish the year 
with three straight wins on the New York circuit. Mr. Backer 
won $56,524 in Breeders Fund awards in 2016, tops among 
Virginia breeders. 

A Special Achievement Award will be presented to Tough 
Weather, a 6 year old Wisemans Ferry mare who won eight 
races in 2016. She amassed 13 “in the money” finishes from 15 
starts and bankrolled $119,989 last year. The wins came from 
three different tracks — Delaware Park (3), Penn National (3) 
and Laurel (2). Tough Weather was bred by Sam English II and 
is trained by Scott Lake. 


Virginia Thoroughbred Association 
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Gifts of Spring

I t's the dawn of another day at 
Avonwood Farm, as the early 
morning mist reacts to the 
ascending light; while in the barn's 
stalls petite faces gaze skyward 
seeking the sustenance and safety 
that only a vigilant mother can 
provide. 

This is a process during this time of 
year that repeats itself daily under 
the watchful eye of farm manager 
Amanda Morro. 

Amanda is originally from England 
and since childhood horses have 
been her number one priority 

She moved her tack to the United 
States in 1990 and has been involved 
in every aspect of racing and 
breeding. 

Avonwood is a full-service 
Thoroughbred facility distributed over 
400 acres. 

In the words of Ms. Morro, "we 
board mostly broodmares, generally 
in the vicinity of 40-50 head. We foal 
and raise babies, break and prepare 
them for the track or sales ring. 


"During the 'so-called' off season 
we accept layups. Like any farm, we 
have ebbs and flows in business 
volume, but an average number of 
horses on any given day at the farm 
approaches 100. Presently, I stand 
one stallion (Officer Rocket-GB) 
owned by Dennis Bybee." 


The harbinger of what is currently 
taking place at the farm had its 
roots in December and January. This 
is the time when Amanda, her staff 
and veterinarians start to 
concentrate on the pregnant mares. 

Approximately one week away 
from their due dates mares are 
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brought to the barn. Here they are 
individually housed, where every 
movement can be monitored via 
closed-circuit TV. This is a 24-hour a 
day routine. 

Morro noted, "Every mare is 
different and we treat them 
accordingly. A mare that has had 
multiple births may seem calm, up 
until the point of labor, while maiden 
mares could exhibit a tendency to 
be anxious and confused. Mares 
tend to behave similarly from year to 
year. Most will begin to bag-up in the 
last month or so of gestation. When 
the nipples begin to wax it is a good 
indicator that the foal will be born in 
the next day or so. Remember, this is 
just a rule of thumb to go by. When 
you deal in the number of mares we 
have at the farm, you can always be 
thrown for a loop or two. I've seen 
mares lose their appetite prior to 
foaling, while others don't." 

Are experts in this field used to 
any complications that may arise? 

Amanda smiled, "Never believe 
anyone is fully prepared. 

"Mother Nature allows many 
births to be done naturally and 
without incident, however it is always 
best to have a game plan in effect. 

I like to notify my vet that a mare is 
getting close, have my help in the 
barn with me and be prepared for 
any emergency issues that could 
arise." 

According to Amanda's assistant, 
Stevie Craig, most foals are delivered 
feet first. Nevertheless, this is only the 
best case scenario. 

"Here are a couple of situations 
that occurred within the last week," 
said Morro. "A seasoned broodmare. 
Carnival Chrome (multiple stakes 
winner at the track), owned by 
Michael Miller, ships in to the farm. 
She is a calm and collected 
professional, showed no signs of 
stress and waxed up later that day. 
That night she foaled by quietly 
laying down, her water broke and 15 
minutes later delivered a 
magnificent-looking Jump Start colt. 

"That was textbook!" 

Case number two involved a 
maiden mare owned by Javier 
Contreras. 

"Spooky Story was like the 
proverbial deer in the headlights, 
Morro continued. "She was in foal to 
Fiber Sonde, but was baffled and 
anxious by her new surroundings. The

week before her colt arrived she 
kept biting her stomach, digging in 
her stall and constantly shifting her 
weight. After the foal was born, she 
kept starring at it, bewildered that 
she had to suddenly share a room 
with this little creature. It took 24 
hours with constant supervision 
before we felt comfortable enough 
that she finally understood the knack 
of nursing and the purpose of 
motherhood." 

The adventures continued: "Me 
and Miss Jones is owned by longtime 
client Mike Schiano DiCola and had 
a classic birth. It was later that day 
as I passed by her stall that she 
seemed uneasy and in moderate 
pain. We normally administer 
something for pain during the foaling 
process, so her troubled behavior 
concerned me. The next day she 
rolled and tossed about in the straw 
exhibiting symptoms of a twisted gut. 
Fortunately, her conduct forewarned 
us to alert the vet and make 
transportation arrangements, if 
needed. Emergency surgery was 
performed that evening. Mom and 


son (a colt by Wicked Strong) are 
both doing well. Keep your fingers 
crossed!" 

Obviously, we are learning that 
anything can happen, regardless of 
what precautions are taken. 

Fans and handicappers that 
frequent the Hollywood Casino at 
Charles Town Races will easily recall 
Rain Song, the lightning quick runner 
owned by Robert Cole Jr. and 
trained by Scott Lake. 

During her competitive years, her 
motto was, "have speed, will travel." 

Two races she won certifying her 
swiftness were the Rocket Man and 
Fast N' Furious Stakes. 

She resides at Avonwood and 
one of the farm's most loved 
broodmares. 

Amanda said, "It is gratifying to 
see a horse that has given willing of 
herself at the racetrack, retire and 
enjoy the fruits of her labor. No pun 
intended. Like their mother, her foals 
continue to be attractive, reliable 
and durable." All four to race are 
winners, and two - Jax and Jill and 
R C's Daisyduke-are stakes winners 

In parting, Amanda left one piece 
of wisdom to follow if you pursue this 
occupation: "Keep a detailed log 
book on every mare at the farm, 
from the start of labor to days after 
the birth. It can be a lifesaver." 

Hence, another chapter in the 
riveting saga known as Amanda's 
Ark comes to a temporary pause. 
Founded on hard work, passion and 
a desire for excellence. The only 
stipulation needed to become a 
member of the Morro team is 
simple-You must love horses!

Tom Voss, Good Night Shirt elected 
to Horse Racing’s Hall of Fame 


Good Night Shirt, the Eclipse Award winner for Champion Steeplechase 
Horse in 2007 and 2008, and the late Thomas H. Voss, a five-time National 
Steeplechase Association champion trainer by wins and a three-time leader 
in earnings, have been elected to the National Museum of Racing and Hall 
of Fame by the Museum’s Steeplechase Review Committee. 

Good Night Shirt and Voss will be inducted into the Hall of Fame on 
Friday, Aug. 4 at 10:30 a.m. in a ceremony that is open to the public 
and free to attend at the Fasig-Tipton sales pavilion. The Steeplechase 
Review Committee meets once every four years to consider candidates. 
In 2013, the racehorses McDynamo and Tuscalee were inducted via the 
Steeplechase Review Committee. 

Bred in Maryland by Dr. and Mrs. Thomas Bowman, Good Night Shirt 
(Concern—Hot Story, by Two Punch) was owned for the majority of his 
career by Harold A. “Sonny” Via, Jr., and trained by Jack O. Fisher. Good 
Night Shirt joined Fisher’s bam in 2005 after beginning his career as a flat 
racer. He went on to win 10 graded stakes races, including eight Grade 1 s. 

In 2007, Good Night Shirt won the Iroquois, Lonesome Glory and 
Colonial Cup — all Grade 1 events — to earn the first of his consecutive 
Eclipse Awards. As a 7-year-old the following year, Good Night Shirt 
raced exclusively in Grade 1 company. He won each of his five starts, 
taking in succession the Georgia Cup, Iroquois, Lonesome Glory, Grand 
National and Colonial Cup. Good Night Shirt’s 2008 earnings of $485,520 
set a single-season record, surpassing the previous mark of $314,163, 
which he set in 2007. 

In his 2008 Lonesome Glory victory, Good Night Shirt set a Belmont 
Park track record of 4:24 for 2 l A miles over jumps. He received 168 
pounds in the National Steeplechase Association Theoretical Handicap in 
2008. Only Lonesome Glory was given a higher impost (170 pounds in 
1995) among annual highweights in NSA history. The NSA Theoretical 
Handicap has been in place since 1992. 

As an 8-year-old, Good Night Shirt began his 2009 season with a 
victory in the Grade 2 Carolina Cup — securing his 10th career graded 
stakes win — before finishing second in the Iroquois. He was then retired 
because of an ankle injury with a career record of 14-5-3 from 33 starts 
and earnings of $1,041,083, joining Lonesome Glory and McDynamo 
as only the third steeplechaser to surpass $1-million in career earnings. 

Voss (1950-2014) led all NSA trainers in wins in 1997, 2000, 2001, 
2002 and 2011 and in earnings in 1997, 2002 and 2009. In a career that 



Trainer Tom Voss will be inducted into the Hall of Fame on Aug. 4. 
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spanned from 1974 through 2013, Voss won 706 total races and had purse 
earnings of more than $17 million. He won 394 steeplechase races, and 
his jump earnings of $8,868,201 rank third all time. 

Grade 1 steeplechase victories for Voss include the Colonial Cup 
(2010), Grand National (2009), Supreme Hurdle (2007), Joe Aitcheson 
Hurdle (2002), Breeders’ Cup Steeplechase (2001), Atlanta Cup (1998), 
Appleton Hurdle (1998) and the New York Turf Writers Cup (1996). He 
trained 2010 Colonial Cup winner Slip Away to the Eclipse Award for 
Ken and Sarah Ramsey. 

Also successful in flat racing, Voss won the Grade 1 Sword Dancer 
Invitational and the Grade 1 Turf Classic with 9-year-old John’s Call in 
2000. John’s Call also finished third in the Breeders’ Cup Turf that year. 




















Nichols Canyon wins Stayers’ Hurdle, 
aims for Iroquois and $500,000 bonus 


Andrea and Graham Wylie’s Nichols Canyon 
is on course for a return trip to Nashville and a 
date with destiny in the $200,000 Calvin Hough- 
land Iroquois (Gr. 1) on May 13. 

At stake will be the $500,000 TVV Capital 
Iroquois-Cheltenham Challenge, a bonus paid 
to the winner of the Calvin Houghland Iroquois 
and the Sun Bets Stayers’ Hurdle (Eng-Gr. 1) in 
the same 12-month period. Purses and bonus 
total approximately $800,000. 

Nichols Canyon claimed the first leg of the 
challenge on March 16 with a courageous charge 
up Cheltenham’s heartbreak hill to notch a dra¬ 
matic victory in the Stayers’ Hurdle. 

The Wylies and trainer Willie Mullins 
confirmed to Iroquois Steeplechase Chairman 
Dwight Hall that they are planning a return to 
Nashville’s Percy Warner Park for the Calvin 
Houghland Iroquois. Last May, Nichols Canyon 
finished third in the three-mile spring classic. 

“They are very much looking forward to a 
rematch,” said Hall, who was at Cheltenham 
for the Stayers’ Hurdle and visited with the 
champion trainer at his yard in Ireland last week. 

Shortly after the Stayers’ Hurdle, Mullins 
was quoted as saying that he was considering 
one more start for Nichols Canyon, possibly at 
Punchestown in Ireland, before the U.S. trip. 

Nichols Canyon pursued a similar but more 
testing course during the 2015-2016 season,with 
three starts before Cheltenham’s Champion 
Hurdle and then the Aintree Hurdle in early 
April. In both of those top-rated races, Nichols 
Canyon finished third to champion Annie Power. 

In the 2016-2017 season, he had a first and

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second in Irish Group 1 hurdles in November 
and February before falling in the Irish Cham¬ 
pion Hurdle on Jan. 29. 

Sent over a longer distance, the seven-year- 
old was flawless in the three-mile Stayers’ 
Hurdle. Champion jockey Ruby Walsh had 
him always in good position and took a path on 
the stands-side rail for the final quarter-mile. 
Nichols Canyon jumped the final hurdle in stride 
and charged relentlessly up Cheltenham’s fabled 
run-in to overtake longshot Rockerfeller and win 
by three-quarters of a length. 


The Calvin Houghland Iroquois will cap the 
richest day of horse racing ever in Nashville 
and will be the richest spring meet on the Na¬ 
tional Steeplechase Association schedule with 
$525,000 in purses.

History Lessons 

The remarkable Market Wise 


In the 20th century\ 63 runners bred in the Mid- 
Atlantic were named national champions. Mid- 
Atlantic Thoroughbred takes a look at one of 
those luminaries. 

M arket Wise wrapped up his 3-year-old 
campaign in 1941 by setting a track 
record in the Jockey Club Gold Cup 
over that year’s Triple Crown winner Whirla- 
way, and recording consecutive victories in 
the Gallant Fox Handicap, Pimlico Special 
and Governor Bowie Handicap (the latter 
also in track record time). Wrote racing histo¬ 
rian John “Salvator” Hervey of the colt’s 
26-start season in the 1941 volume of 
American Race Horses : “It was a splendid finale 
to one of the most long-extended and severe 
campaigns ever made by an American 3-year- 
old, embracing as it did 11 months of time, 
almost continuous traveling, negotiations of 
all sorts of courses, from 6 furlongs to 2!4 
miles over tracks often of the worst, the car¬ 
rying of heavy weights and making of large 
concessions, the meeting of the best horses 
in training of all ages above two years, the 
carrying of many different jockeys and the 
repeated breaking of records.” 

Hervey’s admiration was such that he 
considered the colt to be the best horse in 
training at the end of 1941, as well as the 



next two years—better than Whirlaway, who 
was named Horse of the Year of 1941 and 
1942. Market Wise finally earned the title 
as co-champion handicap horse (with Devil 
Diver) in 1943. 

Market Wise had a history of being over¬ 
looked. 

He was a son of Brokers Tip, Col. E.R. 
Bradley’s 1933 Kentucky Derby winner con¬ 
sidered a castoff as a stallion until getting 
his first opportunity when leased by Admiral 
Cary T. Grayson to stand at Blue Ridge 
Farm in Virginia in 1937. Market Wise was 
born the next spring, but Grayson died that 
February, and the estate sold the Blue Ridge 
Farm foal crop as yearlings at Saratoga in 


1939. Isabel Dodge Sloane’s Virginia-based 
Brookmeade Stable spent $2,300 for Market 
Wise, considered a good price. 

Five dismal starts at 2 had Brookmeade 
looking to unload the colt, and Louis Tufano 
bought him and another winless juvenile for 
a reported $2,000 that fall. Market Wise won 
his first race Oct. 25, then an allowance Dec. 
28, and launched his 3-year-old campaign 
with a win Jan. 4. He went on to win seven of 
18 stakes starts that year, his first coming in 
the Wood Memorial, and his stakes-placings 
included a third in the Kentucky Derby. 

The colt only made it through eight starts 
into May the next year, sidelined after a win 
over Whirlaway in the Suburban Handicap. 
Market Wise soldiered on at 5, battling inju¬ 
ries yet crossing the finish in the top three 
in eight of 10 starts (although disqualified 
from second in that year’s Suburban). The 
epitome of his courage came in his final start, 
the Narragansett Special, which he won by a 
head in stakes-record time after a duel down 
the stretch. He exited the race with a ten¬ 
don injury, which his rider Johnny Longden 
stated most likely happened as they swung 
for home, for he faltered repeatedly down 
the stretch. 

Market Wise entered stud in Kentucky 
and sired only 150 foals, but 93 percent 
got to the races. By far the most important 
was his stakes-winning son To Market, who 
left a lasting mark as the broodmare sire of 
Relaxing and Bold Bidder. 


The story of a 300-year-old trophy 


The National Sporting Library and Museum 
in Middleburg, Va., is dedicated to preserving, 
sharing and promoting the literature, art and 
culture of horse and field sports.

S ince 1939, the Piedmont Foxhounds 
have hosted the Piedmont Point-to- 
Point races in Upperville, Va. The most 
prestigious race of the meet is the Rokeby 
Challenge Bowl, which, for decades, has 
attracted top horses timber horses making 
early-season starts. From 1939 until his death 
in 1999, the race and trophy were sponsored 
by Paul Mellon, a member of Piedmont and 
an avid supporter of jump racing. 

The winner of the race received a small 
trophy to keep and their names were engraved 
on a large perpetual trophy which they could 
keep for one year. Those who won the race 
three times (not necessarily consecutively or 
with the same horse) retired the trophy and 
could take it home for keeps. The trophies 


provided by Mellon were exquisite examples 
of silver and were highly sought after prizes. 

One of the original silver Rokeby Bowl 
trophies has been generously donated to the 
NSLM by Mary Gillian “Gill” Fenwick. She 
retired the Rokeby Bowl after winning the 
race three consecutive years, 1961-63. She 
was just the third owner to retire the trophy 
(five more have done so). Her winners—Bay 
Barrage (1961), General Tony (1962) and 
Fluctuate (1963)—were piloted by Crompton 
“Tommy” Smith Jr. 

The original course was on Mellon’s 
Rokeby Farm property. The race was 4!4 
miles long, included 22 post and rail fences 
averaging 3’9” high, and included two in-and- 
outs. In 1957, the point-to-point was relo¬ 
cated to the farms of Mrs. J.F.F. Stewart and 
Dr. and Mrs. A.C. Randolph along Route 50 
in Upperville, now known as the Salem Farm 
course, and is run there to this day. 

The trophy itself is almost 300 years old, 
dating to the year 1720. The plain silver 
punch bowl is hand-engraved with an image 
of a horse and jockey and inscribed with the 



words “Silver Tail’d Betty” and “Banbury 
Town Plate 1720.” Town Plates (flat race 
meetings) were held all over England for 
centuries. Prior to the establishment of the 
Jockey Club in the early 1750s, each meet 
featured its own set of rules. The town of 
Banbury is located in Oxfordshire, in 
Southern England. 

After Mellon acquired the bowl, he added 
a tiered wooden base with sterling silver 
bands and donated it to Piedmont. The 
NSLM is grateful to Fenwick for gifting this 
special piece of racing history to the collec¬ 
tion. It has traveled a long way.

Looking Back 


50years ago 

I Virgil “Buddy” Raines accepted the 
assignment to judge that year’s MHBA 
Yearling Show. The biography of the 
Preakness-winning trainer was more 
captivating than a Hollywood script: one 
of 12 children, the Illinois native set out 
on his own at age 7 in a covered wagon, 
headed for the midwestern tracks. By age 

II he was working with R.A. “Whistling 
Bob” Smith, trainer of the powerful 
Brookmeade Stable.

10years ago 

I “New Jersey Industry Faces Uncertain 
Future” was the headline, even with 
the excitement of that year’s Breeders’ 

Cup at Monmouth Park, plus the track’s 
$30 million in renovations, and a record 
$330,000 in daily average purses for its 
75-day summer meet. Add in the opening 
of the state’s first off-track betting facility 
that spring, with two more opening soon, 
the industry would appear to be booming. 

But writer Bill Finley found “It’s the 
long-term future that has so many people 
uncomfortable. Uncertainty breeds con¬ 
cern. . . In New Jersey, there are many 
questions, but, so far, few answers.” 

Barbara DeMarco, a lobbyist for the 
state’s Thoroughbred industry, said: 

“These are very tough times for New 
Jersey racing. We are at a crossroads. The 
competition from neighboring states, as 
well as the glut of competition for the 
wagering dollar, is having a direct impact 
on the racing product. This means a tre¬ 
mendous impact on farmland and open 
spaces and even tourism. It used to just be 


At 23, Raines was put in charge of 
Brookmeade’s 3-year-old High Quest, 
the stable’s understudy to 1934 Kentucky 
Derby winner Cavalcade. High Quest beat 
Cavalcade by a nose in the Preakness, 
although Smith was listed as trainer of 
both. 

Raines officially won the Preakness for 
Delawarean Donald P. Ross’ Brandywine 
Stable in 1962 with Greek Money in an 
epic stretch battle with Ridan. In 1966, 
Raines and Ross won the Delaware 
Handicap with Greek Money’s half-sister 
Open Fire. At age 56, Raines had been 
Ross’ stable trainer for 30 years. 

I Three-year-old Maryland-bred colt 
Dawn Glory had his connections thinking 
Kentucky Derby after breaking Pimlico’s 
13-year-old track record for 1 % miles 
in the Survivor Stakes. The son of First 
Landing, bred by Donald “Bobby” Motch 
and foaled at R. Bruce Livie’s Baltimore 
County estate, took a circuitous route to 
Pimlico, having been sold as a weanling 
after his breeder’s untimely death and 
taken to Puerto Rico. He was Puerto 
Rico’s Horse of the Year at 2. 

Dawn Glory finished third in the Wood 
Memorial, andfinished 11th of 14 in the 


Atlantic City that we had to worry about. 
Now it’s everywhere.” 

I In the 10 years since Bowie-based 
Chris Grove took out his trainer’s license, 
he had climbed the rankings of Mary¬ 
land’s top trainers and had a stable that 
included Steve and Sue Quick’s 2007 
stakes winners Silmaril and Lexi Star, two 
mares with combined earnings of more 
than $1 million. But Grove was perhaps 
as well known for his family—the son of 
retired leading Mid-Atlantic rider Phil 
Grove, recipient of the George Woolf 
Memorial Jockey Award and a steward at 
Maryland tracks, he was also the father of 
Noah, a little boy who lost a leg to cancer. 
The plight of Noah brought together the 
racing community for a benefit two years 
earlier that generated $100,000 to help 
with costs of prosthetic devices. Hav¬ 
ing just turned 8, Noah was a constant 
presence in his father’s life. “We can start 
talking about anything,” said Grove one 
morning on the Bowie backside. “But the 
subject always comes back to Noah.” 

I Eb Novak’s graded stakes-winning 
homebred Wild Gams, trained by Ben 


Kentucky Derby. He returned to Puerto Rico and 
was a superstar, winning all 10 starts at 3, and 
22 of 25 lifetime starts on the island, including 
five stakes. 

I Mountain Dew opened the timber 
season with his fourth win in the Howard 
County Cup. It was a bit closer than 
expected, as Janon Fisher’s 12-year-old 
defeated J. Fife Symington’s Prince Vins 
by 314 lengths. 

I Looking at the numbers, Joe B. Hickey 
determined that Preakness winners were 
better sires than winners of the other 
two legs of the Triple Crown. America’s 
annual leading sires lists included four 
Preakness winners (who topped the list 
seven times). Three Derby winners led 
the list one time each; and five Belmont 
winners accounted for six years. Two 
of the leading sires were Triple Crown 
winners-War Admiral and Count Fleet. 
Bold Ruler, who won only the Preakness, 
was the main factor in the classic’s 
ranking, as he led the sires lists four times. 

Bold Ruler would go on to be leading sire 
four more times, padding the Preakness numbers. 
Leading sires Northern Dancer and Seattle Slew 
added their names later. 


Perkins Jr. and racing in the name of New 
Farm, was New Jersey-bred Horse of the 
Year and champion 3-year-old filly of 
2006. The daughter of Forest Wildcat 
captured the Grade 3 Cicada in the spring, 
and Grade 3 Safely Kept in the fall, and 
was the leading state-bred earner for the 
year. Other champions included 2-year-old 
filly Our Fantene, older horse Park Ave¬ 
nue Ball, and sprinter Who’s the Cowboy. 

I King T. Leatherbury’s Endette was 
selected as Maryland’s 2006 Broodmare of 
the Year, gaining fame as the dam of two 
2006 Maryland-bred stars-Ah Day, a son 
of Malibu Moon named Maryland-bred 
champion 3-year-old, and Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Classic winner Due. 

Leatherbury bred Endette, a daughter 
of Thirty Eight Paces and the final foal 
for the Drone mare Dronette. Endette 
was a full or half-sister to Maryland-bred 
champions and graded stakes winners 
Thirty Eight Go Go and Notches Trace. 

Another of Endette r full-sisters, stakes- 
placed Twofox, is the dam of four-time 
Maryland-bred Horse of the Year and multi¬ 
millionaire Ben's Cat. 
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Two-time Horse of the Year Challedon 
won the Philadelphia Handicap over 
Mioland. (It was his first stakes win 
since taking the 1940 Pimlico Special). 
Three-year-old Colchis scored twice in 
five days over the previous year’s juvenile 
champion Alsab in the Chesapeake Trial 
and Chesapeake Stakes (with George 
“Iceman” Woolf in the irons). 

For Challedon, the Philadelphia Handicap 
was the 17th, and final, stakes win of his career 
The Chesapeake— “Havre de Grace’s spring 
classic”—was the richest win of Colchis’ career, 
in which he recorded 12 wins from 70 starts, 
six of them stakes. Bred and raced by Robert 
Sterling Clark, Colchis was by Virginia stallion 


75years ago 


I Stuart Janney Jr. guided his 
8-year-old Winton to a clean sweep 
of the state’s three major timber 
races-the My Lady’s Manor, Grand 
National and Maryland Hunt Cup. 

The Hunt Cup had its share of inci¬ 
dents—three-time winner Blockade 
cut a flag and was eventually pulled 
up, and Hold Forth fell late in the 
race, sending his rider, Sidney Wat¬ 
ters Jr., to the hospital. Hold Forth 
“set sail for a trip around the coun¬ 
try to finally be caught several miles 
away,” it was reported. 

Winton and Janney had deep roots 
in Maryland. The horse was sired and 
foaled on the Eastern Shore, a son of the 
Remount stallion Belli Casus, who stood 
for many years near Chestertown, out 
of a Trap Rock mare. Louis Campbell 
bought Winton as a youngster, then sold 
him as a 2-year-old to five-time Hunt 
Cup-winning rider Jervis Spencer Jr., who 
worked with the gelding until his death. 
Janney, Spencer’s nephew, inherited all of 
the horses and continued Winton’s devel¬ 
opment into a Hunt Cup winner. 

I The spring meet at Havre de Grace 
brought out the biggest names in racing, 
and among the winners were Maryland- 
breds Challedon and Colchis. 


Maryland-bred Colchis knocked off champion 
Alsab twice in one week at Havre de Grace in 
preparations for the Preakness. 


Stuart Janney Jr.’s Winton made an 
auspicious debut, winning all three of 
the major timber stakes of 1942. 

Mrs. Redmond C. Stewart presented the 
Hunt Cup trophies to Janney, who also 
rode and trained the timber legend. 


* Happy Argo andfoaled at Sagamore Farm. 
Alsab won the Preakness, over Colchis (who was 
fourth), and went on to earn the title as 3-year- 
old champion. 


25years ago 

■ Lil E. Tee, an At the Threshold colt 
bred in Pennsylvania by prominent Mid- 
Atlantic horseman Larry Littman, became 
a Triple Crown hopeful by winning his 
first stakes, the Grade 2 Jim Beam at 
Turfway Park. The colt, sold for $25,000 
at the 1991 OBS 2-year-olds in training 
sale, was eventually purchased by W Cal 
Partee for a reported $200,000 after an 
11-length maiden breaking win at Calder 
that October. 

The Jim Beam was won the year before 
by Virginia-bred Hansel, en route to victo¬ 
ries in the Preakness and Belmont Stakes. 

I “When your family farm’s 17-horse 
racing stable wins five stakes, two of them 
with horses you claimed for $35,000, for 
three different trainers in eight weeks, 
you’re rolling,” wrote Eclipse Award-win¬ 
ning journalist Jack Mann in describing 
the success of Nick and Elaine Bassford, 
whose recent Memory Lane Farm stars 


and former claimers Ameri Valay and Wait 
for the Lady, the latter two claimed and 
trained by King Leatherbury. 

The couple’s fortune had grown years 
earlier when they became partners with 
Leatherbury and Sonny Wayson in a year¬ 
ling they named Thirty Eight Paces. The 
multiple stakes winner of $478,662 went 
on to become a successful regional sire. 

I Champion sire Spring Double was 
euthanized at age 29 at Glade Valley 
Farms in Frederick. “The horse had been 
in remarkably good health until the past 
week when he developed a kidney prob¬ 
lem and deteriorated rapidly,” said the 
farm’s part-owner and manager Dr. Rob¬ 
ert A. Leonard. At the time of his death, 
Spring Double was fifth all-time among 
Maryland stallions by progeny earnings. 
The son of Double Jay sired Eclipse 
Award-winning steeplechaser Martie’s 
Anger and numerous stakes winners, 
including Double Zeus, Double Bunctious 
and Gala Lil. 


Nick and Elaine Bassford’s stable star Brilliant 
Brass recorded her first stakes win at age 5, 
eventually winning nine that season.
